LAST week, the Datly Express, which has lately been 
devoting considerable, and, let us hasten to say, by no means 
unsympathetic, attention to matters of Jewish interest,-con- 
tained what it called a ~“ revelation that some of’ the 
leading insurance companies place a ban on Jewish insurance 
against motor-car, fire and burglary risks. The “stunt” 
began with a letter from a Jewish reader who had been 
approached by a firm of brokers to take out a policy of motor- 
car insurance. Having completed the proposal form, he received 
a cover note” and a Jetter which stated: 
you are not of the Hebrew faith.” As their presumption was 
ill-founded, he-returned the “cover note” ‘and registered an 
objection tothe procedure. The Daily Express in an Editorial 
Note, commented that the insurance companies have succceded 
where BURKE failed, in “drawing up an indictment against a 
whole people,” and that “though their methods of testing the 
worth of their clients are comprehensive enough, they appear 
to prefer to risk doubtful English, Irish, Welsh and Scots 
to Jews whose honesty has never been questioned.” The usual 
crop of correspondence or of comments obtained by enquiries 
followed. The most striking feature was the series of uncom- 
prcmising opinions expressed by insurance experts—-a manager 
of a motor-car insurance company, a Lioyd’s insurance broker, 
a jewellery assessor, and so on, to the effect that Jews are “ bad 
risks,’ and that ‘there are no profits from Jewish clients as a 
class.” There were letters from Jews who said that they had 


never experienced any difficulty in covering their risks, and a 


letter from a “fire underwriter of more than. thirty years’ 
experience with first class British offices” who had built up “a 
very profitable portfolio” of Jewish business, but the most 
significant fact was the admission by persons engaged in the 
insurance business that they do dislike “ Jewish business.”

Jewry: Week by Week. 


So Greece is to propose Turkey as a member of the League of 
Nations, and the whole thing is to be carried through before one 
can say “ Jack Robinson,” and in September Turkish representatives 
will be sitting in the Assembly and the Committees of the League 
and, we presume, pressing for the abolition of the Minorities 
Treaties. It will, indeed, be a heavy blow to the League's prestige 
if, before Turkey is admitted, some enquiry is not made as to the 
circumstances in which that country bas obliged its Micorities to 
renounce all claim to the benefits of the Minorities Section 
of the Treaty of Lausanne, and to what extent it is prepared 
to give guarantees for the effective carrying out of its 
Minority obligations. What, indeed, has been the treatment of the 
Minorities in‘ Turkey ag a whole, and of the Jewish Minority in parti- 
cular, during the last five or six years, it has been difficult to 
ascertain. The nature of the present régime has not tended to 
encourage any section of the population te convey any complaints 
abroad. Professor Galante, of Constantinople, whose recently-pub- 
lished work, “ Turcs et Juifs,” is at least a tribute to his patriotism, 
claims that Turkey has been cénsidered as a refuge by Jews living 
uteide its boundaries. It may well be so. The “grievances” of 
which the Jewish Minority might have had cause to complain, so 
far as our information goes, are not the grosser forms of minority

oppression but more subtle measures, such as a steady and by no 
means gentle pressure for the universal use of the Turkish language 
by all minorities, measures such as one might expect from the 
inspiration of a chauvinistic nationalist ideology. 


It is to be regretted all the more, therefore, in this connection, 
that the Joint Foreign Committee, in its last monthly Report, once 
more committed the blunder of helping to create a false impression 
by reproducing, without comment of any sort, an undigested and 
presumably uninvestigated news item. One third of the effective 
portion of the Report was devoted to the passage on first reading 
by the Grand National Assembly of a Bill whereby foreigners are to 
be prohibited from practising certain trades. This can only mcan 
that the Joint Foreign Committee considers the measure likely to 
constitute a Jewish grievance. But does it? How many of the 
Jews of Turkey are “foreigners"’? There is not the slightest reason 
to suppose that Turkey has denied citizenship rights to Jews. In 
fact, our well-informed contemporary, the NEAR EAst, estimates 
that the number of foreigners whom the Law will affect hardly 
totals seven or cight thousand, and states that, with the exception 
of Greeks, Italians and Persians, few foreigners exercise the trades 
forbidden. 


Herbert Bentwich. 


Mr. Herbert Bentwich, the report of whose death in Jerusalean 
has been received with keen regret, was an exemplary English Jew. 
His services to the Community were manifold, but he will probably 
he best remembered as among the English pioneers of Zionism and as 
one.of the founders ofthe B’yai B'rith in this country. Of independent 
mind and endowed with a temperament that often challenged oppo- 
sition, Herbert Bentwich became a fermenting force in Anglo Jewry 
that has made its influence felt far beyond his immediate sphere of 
activities. His unconventional support of “ popular” causes that 

lacked the hall-mark of communal respectability alienated from him 
the sympathies of many belonging to his own circle, but he had 
ultimately the great satisfaction of finding his views and 
ideale permeating all that is best in Anglo-Jewish ‘thought. 
He was particularly happy in his gifted family and in the 
stimulating atmosphere of his home. In the days before the 
War, the Bentwiches represented a phenomenon of Anglo-Jewish 
culture that is far too rare in our midst, particularly as the varied 
intellectual interests which were cultivated by Mr. and Mrs. Bent- 
wich and their children ranged over a wide field. It was almost as 
a matter of course that, in spite of their individual idiosyncrasies, 
most of the members of the Bentwich family have found their 
ephere of activities in Palestine, where they have set an example 
in which Jewish and British ‘loyalties coalesce. In this they 
have rendered a service which will perpetuate his life-work and 
cause the name of Herbert Bentwich to be remembered for good 
both in the country of his birth and in the Land of Israel, that 
remained to the end the object of his personal devotion. 


Anti-Semitic Matter in the Post. 


The Postmaster-General has at last been moved to take action 
with regard to the despatch, through the post, of the offensive 
anonymous post-cards that prominent Jews, whose \names by some 
chance were mentioned in the public press, have found themselves 
receiving. The significance of these postcards must not be over- 
estimated. Sofar as the Press Committee was able to ascertain, 
they were sent out by one individual only, and from a compariron 
of handwriting it was established that he was a crank who was 
obsessed with the notion that the Jews had ruined his favourite 
sport of archery. Nevertheless, the Postmaster General's action 
is welcome and is a pleasant contrast to the ruling giver not very 
long ago that the despatch to the United States of certain offensive 
anti-Semitic pamphlets could not be prevented as they were not 
blasphemous or indecent. We wish some equally effective measure 
could be taken to prevent the publication of the stupid and malicious 
labels which are still being pasted up in public places. In this case, 
Lowever, it is a question of catching the culprits. 


The Asher Myers Memorial Prize. 


There is a good deal of charm in the idea which the Council of 
the Jewish Historical Society of England has hit upon for encourag- 
ing new workers, On the death, some thirty years ago, of Mr. 
Asher I, Myers, for many years Editor of Tur JewisnH CHRONICLE, 
a fund was established to commemorate his interest in the work 
of the Society. The income of this has now. been devoted to a 
periodical prize for an Essay on some topic connected with 
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Anglo-Jewish history, to be awarded for the first time this 
year. The subject assigned for the first Essay is ~The 
Emancipation of the Jews in England'’~—a fundamental ques- 
tion, of which no really adequate account is at present 
available. The Essays are supposed to be based on original research, 
and literary style will also be taken into consideration. The 
appeal is, of course, essentially to University students, and it as 
hoped to add materially through this means to the number of the 
workers in the field of Anglo-Jewish history. The amount of the 
prize is to be fifteen guineas. The sum is not an inconsiderable 
one for these hard times; but this, one hopes, will not prove the 
most important consideration. There is no reason why the Asher 
Myers’ Memorial Prize should not take its place by the side of the 
Stanhope Essay Prize at Oxford or the Alexander Essay Prize 
awarded annually by the Royal Historical Society of England, as an 
outstanding honour which carries with it the prospect of eminence 
in the historical field.

The Tetragrammaton. 

A recent issue of the Eventnc News contained a_ bright 
and sympathetic full-page article on “ Jewish London,’ from 
the pen of Mr. James A. Jones, It was perhaps inevitably 
somewhat superficial, dealing as it did with the more 
picturesque features of Jewish life in the East End. One 
passage, on “the Jewish form of oath” administered to Jewish 
witnesses in police-courts, lays itself open to objection; but the 
blame does not rest with the author but, strangely enough, with 
the last Annual Report of the Board of Deputies, which is evidently the 
source of the author's information. Mr. Jones refers to the Deputies’ 
intervention with the Lord Chancellor on the subject of the use of the 
word Jehovah in the oath As an illustration of Jewish objection to 
the word, Mr. Jones points out that in the Board's Report the word is 
printed “J —h.’ Now this, we feel, betrays a mistaken and 
childish notion on someone's part of the real nature of Jewish 
Objection to the word. It is not objectionable because Jews are 
loath to pronounce it, but because for a Jew it is utterly meaning. 
less. It represents a non-Jewish intention familiar to readers of 
the English Bible, but unknown to Jews. For the Jew, there- 
fore, the eu:rrent English transliteration has no force, and to ask 


him to swear by it is to ask him to do something that savours of 
Mumbo-Jumbo. 


Palestine in 1959. 


Sir Arnold Wilson is an experienced observer and skilled 
interpreter of the affairs of the Near and Far Kast, but te undertook 
a perilous enterprise in the Anniversary Lecture he delivered to the 
Royal Central Asian Society on June 8th. Adopting the prophetic 
réle, he chose as his subject: “ The Next Twenty Years in Asia: A 
Survey and a Forecast.” It needs no little courage to foretell a 
future that is so near to us that most of us will be able to judge the 
accuracy of the prophecy for ourselves. Let us see what he bas to 
cay of Palestine. He thinks that the country will still be under 
British control, though the Mandate will have been abolished, as 
the Mandatory syst¢m will by that time have been shown to be not 
in the best interests of the people of the mandated territories. 


“Zionism will no longer be a pressing political issue; there will 
indecd be several flourishing Zicnist colonies, self-supporting, but not 


recruited any longer from abroad and not financially supported by the 


Jewish world. The inhabitants of tgese colonies will have done much to 
raise the level of efficiency of the Arabs, who will have copied their 
methocs wherever they have proved successful, and will have co-operated 
with them in marketing produce and in cther directions. Racial differ- 


ences will not be obliterated, but regional and climatic influences will 
tend to soften sharp edges.” 


Then he went on to forecast a system of government by advisory 
councils, formed not of direct representatives of the electorate (in 
order to avoid exacerbating racial differences) but of representatives

The problem that will exercise Palestinians and Syrians in 
1950, Sir Arnold believes, will be whether Palestine, with Trans- 
jordan and Syria, could not together form a single State. 


“Syrians will claim that their country is so much richer, more 
populous and more. fertile than Palestine, that the latter could be 
admitted to partnership, if at all, only as a poor relation. Palestine will 
point to the Dead Sea Salts, which by 1950 should be an important source 
of revenue to the country and of employment to the inhabitants, and 
claim a larger share of power than her population of less than a million 
would justify. It is possible that by 1950 Palestine will have negotiated 
with Egypt and the Suez Canal Company an agreement for a railway 
line from Qantara on the Suez Canal to Port Fuad opposite Port Said, 
whence the produce of Palestine can be shipped by direct steamer in 
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simall parcels to ev: ry port in the world, instead of via Ilaifa, and for the 
most part by transhipment. This will not involve th: ruin of Haifa, still 
less of Jaffa, which will be increasingly prosp>orous, but the port of Haifa 
will have proved costly and unr inunerative, and it will be little used 
except for oil ex ports.” 
Well, we shall see. 


Che Eucharistic Congress» 

The remarkable demonstration of religious fervour in Dublin 
last week would hardly call for mention, one would thiuk, ina 
Jewish newspaper. Yet at one point it touched Jewish life. An 
Irish correspondent, writing to the New STATESMAN AND NATION, 
last week, said that “ People of all religions have co-operated in 
the lighting and decoration of Dublin. The areas on the south 
side where nearly halt the population is Jewish are among the 
most gay.” This is an admirable example of the amicable 
relations that can subsist between the adherents of the two faiths 
inan atmosphere of religious freedom. There may, it is true, 
have been some subconscious desire on the part of the Jews to 
do what would please the majority of the population among whom 
they live, but we prefer to believe, and we have nd indication to the 
contrary, that it was a purely spontaneous contribution to the 
general enthusiasm. Indeed, personal observation has convinced us 
that it is remarkably easy for Jews and Roman Catholics, if left to 
themselves, to cultivate friendly relations. It may be that the large 
part that ceremonial and feast days play in the religions of both gives 
them a starting-point of mutual sympathy and comprehension. 


‘The assurance of sympathy which the Jews of Germany have 
received in these trying times from the Roman Catholic Centre 
Party has not passed unnoticed in these columns, but this is a fitting 
context in which to recall it to mind. There are Roman Catholic 
newspapers in this country that preach, in and out of season, the 
belief that the Jews lose no opportunity of paying off old scores 
against the Roman Catholic Church. The writers are not fertile in 
invention; they play the two or three cards in their hands with 
monotonous frequency, but their allegations are always of the type 
that over-reach themselves by patent exaggeration. The Press 
Committee of the Board of Deputies understated the case in calling 
them (in a letter of protest addressed to the Editor of one paper) 
“historical generalities of questionable validity.” Fortunately, as 
we know, the CATHOLIC News does not represent in this the best 
elements, or, indeed, any large section, of English Roman Catholic 
opinion. Yet we must do the CATHOLIC Nrws the credit of acknow- 
ledging that even that paper found words to praise the action of the 
German noman Catholic Centre Party.

Fifty Dears Ago. 
From THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of Jane 30th; 1882. 


THE LATE LADY CHARLEMONT.—The London correspondent of the Bir- 
mingham Daily Post writes: “ Amid the numercus religious conver. 
sions of which we hear every day there is one species of conversionct 
which we have never dreamed, and the announcement cf which has 
etartied us notalittle. Who during the lifetime of the late Countess 
of Charlemont could ever have imagined that this fair and placid- 
looking lady had one day become convinced that the Messiah had yet 
to come, and that the religion of the Jews must be, after all, the only 
true one? ‘Ih: Countess of Charlemont was, revertheless, born and 
bred in the Christian faith and both her husband and her father 
were Protestant peers of the rea’m-—therefore the astonishment 
crea'ed by the Jewish observanccs at her funeral was gencial. Lady 
Charlemont was of a nervcus, impressionable tcmpcramcnt. She 
had filled her mind with Jewish lore, and tock great pleasure in the 
society of Jewish people. Like all conve:ts, Lady Charlemont was 
more ferviiin her practice of the Jewish rites than the mcst devout 
members of the Jewish race themselves. Sir Mcses Montefiore is 
said to have been chicfly instrumental in her conversion. The con- 
templation of his bound’ess charity, bis unostentatious piety, touched 
her ladyship to the hgart ; and she returned to Londcn from a season 
at Brighton laden with books of hischocsing, and her mind filled with 
precepts ofhis uttering. And then the strange music of the 5ynagegues, 
the fongs of Zion, which have been handcd down through wheole 
gencrations, and are yet sung by Jewish congregations atthe very 
same hour on certain daysin every Jewish Syna:ogue throughout the 
the world, bad power to stir the romance ang passion of the soul far 
more than the cold music of the English Psalms. The Song of Miriam 
the Prophetess, which may te heard at sunset in every Jewish place 
of worship, without the alteration of cne note of the melcedy orone 
syllable of the Hebrew words—that song of jubilation which comes to 
us unchanged from the time when it rang forth from Miriam’s voice, 
as she tossed the timbre) aloft in answer to the gleeful sounds— 
possessed such wondrous charm for Lady Charlement that she never 
retired to rest without singing ittotheorgan. She wasoneofthegreatcst 
patrous of literature andthe arts. Her friendship for the late George 


Eliot was foundcd cn their mutual admiration forthe Jews; and then 


Chief Kabbi Adler, who knew them both, has often been heard to say 
that he knew not which of the two ladies might be accounted the 
most fervent supporter of the Hebrew dcctrinc—Gecrge Eliot the 
freethinker, or Lady Charlemont the convert. Hcr ladysbip was a 
great lover of music, ant behaved with the greatest liberality to 
yung artists. More than one popular singer now enjoying public 
favour, and an adequate inccme, owes both fame and fortune to Lady 
Charlemont’s assistance in sending the young aspirant to study in 
Italy.

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Obituary. 
DEATH OF MR. HERBERT BENTWICH. 


A PIONEER ANGLO-ZIONIST. 


Mr. Herbert Bentwich, the pioneer Zion'st, died on Saturday, 
at Jerusalem, at the age of seventy-six. 

Herbert Bentwich was born on the llth of May, 1856, in 
London, being the second son of Marks Bentwich. He was educated 
at Edmonton House Academy and at University College, where he 
took the degree of LL.B.° At one time a member of the firm of 
solicitore, Bentw'ch, Watkin, Williams and Gray, he was called to 
the Bar in 1902, and practised as a Barrister-at-Law. Mr. Bentwich 
was considered an authority on many legal points, and was at one 
time Editor of the LAw JournAn. He also acted as one of the Prgal 
Arbitrators of the London Chamber of Arbitration. 

In spite ot the arduous duties connected with his profession, 
the deceased found time to take his share in almost every communal 
activity of English Jewry. He was, moreover, something of a 
stormy petrel, and was almost invariably to be’ found “agin th’ 
Government.” Since he generally expressed his views both forcibly 
and volubly, it follows that Mr. Bentwich was by no means merely 
an ornamental member of the many communa! bodies. He was 
elected a member of the Deputies of British Jews in 1901, a position 
which he continued to till until he took up residence in Pales- 
tine, and his “collisions” with the many Presidents of the 
Deputies under whom he seryed were not infrequent. As 
bas already been stated, his communal activities were legion. 
He was one of the founders and First President of the 
First Lodge of England Independent Order B'nai B'rith, a member 
of the Council of the Unite’ Synagogue, a member of the Council 
and of the Education Committee of Jews’ College, Chairman of the 
Matcabeans’ Committee for Education, President of the Chevra 
Kadisha, Hon. President of Jews’ College Union Society, Hon, Vice- 
Pres dent of the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations (then 
the Federation of Ukrainian Jews), and Grand Commander of the 
Order of Ancient Maccabeans. “Ile founded the Scciety for Jewish 
Jurisprudence. In all these oflices he rendered yeoman service to 
the Community, although his forceful personality was at times an 
embarrassment to his colleagues. 

It was, however, the cause of Jewish Nationalism to which Mr. - 
Bentwich was most wholeheartedly devoted. He was, indeeed, one 
of the “old stalwarts”’ of the movement, his association with 
Zionism going back to Chovrevi Zion days. He was a member of the 
Presidential Council of the Zionist Congresses at Basle in 1898 and 
at the Hague in 1967, and he was Hon. Organising Secretary of the 
“ Macecabean. Pilgrimage” in 1897. He was Chairman of the London 
Zionist Conference in 1899, Chairman of the English Zionist 
Federation in 1900, and became the first President of the London 
Zionist League in 1904, He also cccepted the Hon. Presidency of 
the London University and Cambri’ge University Scciecties. 
Perhaps the most valuable, because the least controversial, work 
which the deceased dd for Zionism was in connection with the 
Maccabean Land Company, founded in 1914. The Company was 
instrumental in founding more than one Jewish colony in Palestine, 
that at Gezer, founded in 1923, being the most important, and Mr. 
Bentwich was one of the prime movers in the enterprise. 

On the occasion of bis seventieth birthday which he celebrated 
in Jerusalem in 1926, a large gathering was held in Mr. Bentwich’s 
honour; his name was inscribed #n tne Golden Book of the Jewish 
National Fund and an illuminated address was presented to him by 
a numter of friends, recording his services to the Zionist move- 
ment. In 1929, Mr. Bentwich eccepted the office of Examiner in 
Jurisprudence in the Government Law School, in Jerusalem. 

Mr. Bentwich was the author of a number of works, mainly 
devoted to the law or to the subject of Zionism. He is survived by 
eight daughters and two sons, one of whom is Mr. Norman Bentwich 
a brilliant jurist, formerly Attorney-General of Palestine, and now 
a Professor at the Hebrew ' civersity, Jerusalem. 


The funeral was on Sunday, the remains being placed in the family 
vault near the Hebrew University Library. Mr. David Yellin delivered 
an address at the grave side in the presence of representatives of Jewish 
institutions and of the Palestine Government. 


Mr. M. Gorpdon LIVERMAN (District Grand President of the 
B nai Brith) writes: 

In the passing of Herbert Bentwich, our Order has lost one of its best 
friends. One of the founders of the movement in this country, he became 
the first President of the first Lodge of England, and never wavered in 
his faith in our Order or in his close interest in our work. Withina few 
days only of his death, he had been interesting himself actively in the 
proposed new home for the London Lodge to which he had just donated 
a handsome gift. No activity of the Order escaped his interest and 
support, and | trust you will permit me to associate the whole of our 
movement in this country with the tribute to one whose steadfastness 


has been an encouragement and an inspiration to all those who were 
privileged to know him.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Ministers and the Laity. 


HE strictures which I have felt it my duty to pass upon the 
Preachers’ Conference have given rise to replies either ina 
gladiatorial mood or an ironic spirit, while some responses have 
taken the form of sheer explosions of what I regard as unreasoning 
anger. But there are others of my critics who have, in their turn, 
posed a question tome. “ Itis all very well,” they say, “to denounce 
the Preachers’ Conference as useless. What do you, what does THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, suggest we should do?" I propose to take up 
this challenge, in one or two articles, not pretending to offer a 
sovereign specific, and the only one, but in the hope that what I 
write may lead to the formulation of ideas by others, and so promote 
a constructive communal policy. aa 


T is an axiom—! had almost said acommon-place—that the young 
must be the first objective of any movement to preserve and 
revive Judaism in this country. The faith of the elders is what it 
is—hard-set and more or less unalterable. The creed of the 
young is what we make it; and upon the form it takes will depend 
whether English Judaism goes down unwept to oblivion, or steps 
forward to a new and vigorous life. It is to the new generation, 
then, that Jewry, taking a large and sweeping view of the position, 
has, | submit, now to address its major efforis. I suggest that every- 
thing else is secondary. Charity, politics and three-quarters of the 
matters with which we busy ourselves, are trivial by comparison, for 
with youth in flight, the very raison d’étre of these things will pass 
on the morrow. ‘To Ministers who ask what they should do, my 
answer then,is—goall out forthe young. Vast numbers of them are 
growing up upreached by the present agencies of religions instruc. 
tion—a danger to ourselves and a source of astonishment, at best, 
to others. Untaught in childhood, they become strangers to the 
Synagogue, and will never be influenced by its Ministers, whose 
successors will be preaching to congregations even more depleted 
than those of to-day. It does not matter what Preachers are 
saying pow in their pulpite, whether their sermons be good, 
bad or indifferent. What maticrs is whether there will be 
congregations, tome years bence, to gnpeak to at all. I ask that 
Ministers should henceforward bestir themselves cutside rather 
than within the Synagogue precincts, that they should organise 
themselves into a. body to seek out the absent children and their 
parents, to rouse the communal conscience on this desperately 
serious question, and to grapple with the problem on a heroic scale, 
without pause or rest, until they bave brought the whole peril 
under some measure of control. One day spent among our myriads 
of potential pagans will be worth months spent upon the present 
dull and profitless clerical! routine, and to an inspiriting lead from 
Ministers the Community may very well rally with thankfulness in 
its heart. 


“THE next step should be to strengthen our Jewish non-provided 
schools, once the pride of Londen Jewry, and never more 
urgently needed than now. Jewish Day.Schools, on the model of 
that which a band of earnest worcers has established in Hamp- 
stead, should be planted in eyery district where Jews abound. ‘It 
is the very young who are here concerned, and Ministers can con- 
tribute something more substantial and vitalising to this purpose 
than an occasional specch at a drawing-room meeting to ten or 
twenty people. They can put themselves at the head of the move- 
ment, and goin and out among the people whipping up support in 
the shape of a growing army of pupils. They could then go a step 
further, and give the Community no rest until it has set up mcre 
secondary schools like the one in Finsbury Park, as well as one or 
more Jewish public schools—institutions in which the Jewish 
atmosphere will be as marked as is Christianity in the non-Jewish 
schools to which our children are now proudly sent. Perhaps, too, 
some way will be found of opening the doors of Jews’ College to 
youths who are not aspirants to the Ministry. T.mes are hard 
to-day, no doubt, and money is scarce; but the slump will pass, 
unless c'vilisation is coming to an end, and the Community will 
not fail to respond to a grand campaign conducted with inspiration 
and resolution by a Ministry at last aroused to its real task and 
ploughing those fields which will show the most fruitful harvests. 


HE school boys and girls will later go forth, either to the 
Universities or to the factory or office. At that critical stage 

in their career, the Clergy should preserve their touch with 
them. They should be more than ever Ministers to the young, 
endeavouring to influence their lives in a Jewish sense, armed 
with that modernisation of Jewish teaching and practice 
which must come end which I boldly lay down as inevitable. 
In a dozen different ways which are sure to suggest themselves 
as the work proceeds, Ministers will find a means of tactfully 
interesting the youth, encouraging them and strengthening their 
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Jewish consciousness. Jewish. students, for instance, are now 
congregated to the extent of nearly two hundred in the Communal 
Centre and that number is expected, in the autumn, to increasy 
considerably—an incalculably important force, easily reached in an 
ideally Jewish melicu, though the authorities of the Centre are said 
to be treating it in a none too generous spirit. In the work of tha 
Synagogue, the young men could be given an increasing part, by the 
allotment of Synagogue honours and, later on, through election toa 


share in the Synagogue’s management and all the activities at present 


associated with it, thus ensuring future recruits for general com.- 
munal service. In these ways and others which will occur to 
experienced communal workers, or even by the strengthening of 
existing cultural movements, something could be done to dam the 
stream of juvenile irreligion and subsequent assimilation and the 
future will, as far as we can contrive, be safeguarded. A Ministry 
throwing itself single-mindedly and whole-heartedly into such work 
will not only justify its existence, but will be held in higher honour 
and esteem than ever before in its career. 


CAN hear my ministerial critics asking scornfully, “ Where ara 
the Clergy, already over-weighted by daily routine, tq find the 
time for sucha campaign?’ Well, that brings me to my main plea 
in this article. Bring in the laity! A certain Minister once invited 


-@ leading layman among his flock to give an address to the Congre- 


gation on Chanucah. ‘The layman did so, and was severely called to 
task by high ecclesiastical authority. Why? Was he guilty 
of an offence against religion or even expediency? Have not 
our increasingly educated laymen something to give of thought 
and encouragement to their fellow-congregants’ And is it not 
a desirable thing that they should be helped to take a more personal 
part in Synagogue life? I have no patience with the obscurantism 
displayed on the occasion to which lrefer. But my point is that 
well-krown lay echolars and workers, occupying tle pulpit from time’ 
to time, could pro tanto set free the minds and energies of Preachers 
for other purposes. The whole field of daily clerical labour, 
indeed, should be explored with the same purpose in view; for is it 
quite out of the question that some of the functions which now 
occupy Ministers’ time—hospital and prison visitation, for instance 
-——could not be just as well performed, at any rate in part, by laymen 
and women—and by curates, when, if ever, the Community makes up 
its mind to appointthem? I cannot resist the conviction that the 
energies of the Ministry are not being put to the best purpose, and that 
a well-considered scheme for relieving them of a portion of their 
present duties is fully within the bounds of possibility. It may be 
that this opens up the whole question of clerical organisation in this - 
country—the Chief Rabbinate, the Beth Din, the subject of pro- 
motions, the institution of extensive areas Cirected by distinguished 
Ministers, and offering fresh inducements to able men to embrace 
the calling. But I bave no space to enter into this far-reaching 
matter now, though I am certain that it must receive attention soon. 


ASTLY, am venturing to make a further proposal, suggested by 
what I have said above. Ministers who have revolted against 

my criticisms of their recent Conference have pointed to their 
powerlessness to influence present conditions materially. | am going 
to suggest to them that they drop their Conference in its present 
form, that they call in the laity too, and that they transform the 


‘ Conference from an exclusively clerica’ gathering assembling once 


in three years to a combined Ministerial and Lay Conference 
meeting every year. This proposal vould unite both sections of the 
Community, and pool their brains, enthusiasm and .energy in the 
interests of the common cause. It is not without precedents in the 
larger National life. The Wesleyan Conference, for instance, com- — 
bines the cleric and the layman—anl woman. It is elected yearly, 
by the District Synods, ani remains in session for a fortnight. It 
surv: ys the field of religious work and social activities and arrives 
at resolutions which are carried out by the a propriate org :nisations, 
though questions of religious principle are reserved to the Clergy. 
Its President is not necessarily the head of the Church, butis drawn 
annually from the ranks of distinguished Wesleyans. I venture to 
urge the establis ;:ment of a similar organisation on the attention of 
the Ministry and the general body of English Jewry. 


SHALL be asked-——-what about the Board of Deputies? My 

answer is that the Deputies have fixed duties to perform, which 
would not necessarily be interfered with, though they m‘ght be 
rendered more fruitful, and easy of accomplishment. But the 
Deputies’ functions are limited. What the Community sorely needs 
is a representative and authoritative body which could take stock 
of the position, initiating here, overhauling there, straining its eyes 
into. the future and keeping new situations and new needs steadily 
in view. Our present system is largely static. Few new develop- 
ments are ever undertaken, because it is nobody's duty to think 
them out and undertake them. There is thus no adaptation to 
changing conditions. When the Deputies are invited to embark on 
fresh functions, they urge, perhaps correétly, that such proposals are 
not within their power or duty. They did so, for instance, when 
invited to take up the question of Jewish statistics. A Jewish Con- 
ference would fill the gap. It could establish a statistical bureau 
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without anyone questioning its action. It could embark, with 
authority, on the question of charity co-ordination. It could issue 
appeals, over-look the administration of our charities and check the 
creation of fresh ones. It could promote the recasting of our clerical 
system to which I have referred. It could set to work, in a word, 
on the whole of that communal no-man’s land which no other body 
thinks of approaching, and do so without encroaching on religious 
questions, although even on these questions both clergy and laity 
would benefit from closer contact and the interchange of views. 


N an all-Jewish, instead of a merely Clerical Conference, the 
layman and the minister could get to realise one another's 
difficulties more, and know each other better. Nev leaders would 
probably emerge frum its recurring assemblies. A fresh impulse 
and a spirited direetion would be given to Jewish life. A new 
weapon with untold possibilities would be created; and through the 
presence at its gatherings of invited delegates from Continental and 
American Jéwries, a link of immense value would be formed with 
our brethren abroad This, then, is the proposal which I venture to 
make. It can only be sketchy and tentative at this stage. I 


bespeak for it, if not acceptance, then consideration in the spirit of_ 


these who, like myself I hope, are out to lay bricks as well as 
throw them!

AT the Annual Meeting of the National Peace Council, the Rev. § 

gy was elected a member of the Executive Committee for the ensuing 
ear. 
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sphere of his manifold Jewish activities made special appeal. To me his 
work on behalf of the Society for Jewish Jurisprudence from its inception 
stands uppermost. Resident in the Temple and in constant touch with 
the legal profession practising in the Temple and Lincoln’s Ion, he set 
about with his customary energy and vitalising enthusiasm by 
personal contact to bring members into the newly-formed society 
which, through the good offices of Mr. Justice Frumkin, of the Pales- 
tine Court of Appeal, was to take its place as the English branch 
of the Society bearing that name in Palestine. His official position 
for many years as chief of the LAW JOURNAL, an honourable and respon- 
sible post, extended the sphere of his legal circle and enabled the Society 
to secure influential support and sympathy from lawyers beyond the 
ranks of Jewry. As Chairman of its Committee, until he left England on 
retirement from legal work in England to take up his fesidence in his 
beloved Palestine, he took upon his shoulders what was a burden— 
but to bim sheer delight—the considerable amount of administratiye 
labour in getting the organisation into working order. On many 
occasions he pre-ided at the lectures, always with felicity and often 
contributing valuable elements to the discussions. He acted, too, as 
genial and generous host to many of the visiting lecturers, and he was the 
life and soul of the little gatherings which met after the meetings. To 
him the fact that Jewish Law hid found a niche in the home of the 
Comion Law, once the home of the Knights Templars, appealed to his 
imagination, and he was undsunted in his belief that the ideal of the 
Fociety would ultimately win greater appeal. From a communication 
wh ch I received from him but a few weeks ago, I know that he was as 
fullas ever of enthusiasm for its welfare and that to the end its vell- 
being would be with him an abidin ‘hope. To Professor Norman Bentwich 
and to the members of the family of the deceased the deepest sympathy 
will be extended on the passing away of one whose career characteristi- 
cally included d« voted service to the Law of the Jewish people in his 
native land. 


Mr. SYDNEY DE HAAS. 


Mr. Sydney E. de Haas, whose death has occurred in his seventieth 


‘year, was one of the most prominent workers in the Jewish Friendly 


Society movement which he joined some thirty years ago as a 
member of the Henry Bernstein Lodge of the Order Achei Brith, 
At the time of the passing of the Health Insurance Bill in 1911, he 
actively identified himself with the representatives of Jewish 
Societies who, as a result of lobbying, succeeded in securing 
valuable concessions in the interests of insured alien members. 
Simultaneously with becoming President of the Henry Bernstein 
Lodge, he assumed the Grand Presidentship of the Order, which he 
occupied between 1915 and 1918—a most critical period for all Jewish 
Societies. He cccupied this office with distinction, and the Order par- 
ticularly benefited by bis effortsto form Ladies Lodges. When the 
Association of Jewish Friendly Societies was founded in 1915, he 
became an influential delegate from the Achei Brith, and took up lead- 
ing positions in the Organisation. He also played an important part in 
the acquisition of the Jewish Friendly Societies Convalescent Home 
at Birchington, which claimed his servi es and exceptional knowledge 
of institutional matters until the Shoyswell Home at Etchingham 
was opened in 1924, to the Chairmanship of which he succeeded 
during the period 1926-27. Mr. de Haas was a widely respected 
m mber of the Jewish Board of Deputies, which he joined ag far 
back as 1916, and for several years represented the Canterbury 
Congregation, New Zealand. He served on most Committees of the 
Board at different times, and during the war-time period was « 
member of the Joint Foreign Committee. One of his undoubted 
claims to recognition in the Jewish Friendly Sccieties movement 


was his effort to secure Friendly Society representation ut the 


Deputies. He had wide communal intexests, and will be gratefully 
remembered for his work on bebalf of the Lion Aid Society, the 
Jews’ Free School After-Care Ccmmittee and the Apprenticeship 
Committee of the Jewish Board of Guardians. He was one of the 
founders of the first London Lodge of the B'nai B'rith, and was a'so 
prominent in Fre: masonry circles. 

Mr. H. 8S. SCHILDKRAUT (Gencral Secretary, Order Achei. Brith 
and Shield of Abraham). writes; 


The passing of Sydney dé Haas will be widely motrned and keenly 
felti: the Friendly Society movement, more especially in the Order Achei 
Brith, on whose behalf he worked unceasingly for over a quarter of a 
century. He was tho:ough in everything, and he demanded from others 
engaged in the same work similar intensive service. His unselfish and 
sincere devotion to the interests of the Order was an out-tanding 
example cf the spirit that helped to buld the great voluntary thrift 
movement. He was ever striv ng to secure recognition for the Jewish 
Friendly Societies, to see that the objects and ideals were better 
under tood by ther Community and to make membership popular. 
He was exacting in the work he undertook and impatient with those 
who preferred slower methods. Neither distance nor time were allowed 
to interfere with his self-impose!. tasks of visitirg the sick and 
comforting the mou'ner. Whether as a Lodge officer or as a member of 
the Executive, he always regarded such duties as commands. Th: se 
were the obligations of membership and he was insistent that others who 


‘accepted office shonld be equally diligent in the fulfilment of their duti sg. 


He loved the work of the Friendly Societies and sought to extend the 
usefulness of the movement, to make it more beneficial to brethren, to 
provide the maximum return for the’ humble peunies of the subscribers, 
There are few men who can equel his record. It would need a book to 
descrite fully the numerous spheres of aciivity which he pursued in con- 
nection with the work of the Order, the establishment of the Ladies Lodges, 
and the development of the sociai programme which subsequently became 
so prominent a feature ‘within the movement. Sydney de Haas did not 
confine himself to the work of the Friendly Sccieties. Alimo2t every 
benevolent institution received his support and encouragement. In the 
sphere of Communal service, he displayed considerable activity as a 
member of various Committees of the Board of Deputies. After-Care 
work, the needs of the Youth of Jewry and .other similar bdies all 
benefited by the wide experience and business ability of Svdney de Haas. 
Bhere were many who differed with him on matters of policy, who 
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opposed him in debate, but all acknowled 


aud the confidence of his colleagues as wellas of the whole membership. 
No one could challenge his sincerity of purpose, and in every direction it 
was realised that mon such as he were rare in Communal life and their 
services were priceless. The Order Achei B'rith owes its progress to a 
small group of leaders who have devoted their life and their energies to 
the advancement of the Organisation. Sydney de Haas will ever remain 


in the forefront of this group, as one who has contributed a valuable 
Share to its achievements.

PROFESSOR SIMONSEN (Copenhagen). 


Professor RicHArD (Columbia University, New York 
City) writes: 


I read, with much sorrow, in your issue of June 24th, of the passing 
of my old friend Professor Simonsen, of Copenhagen. I made his 
acquaintance at one of the earliest of the Zionist Congresses, for he, like 
myself, was an ardent lover of the regeneration of Palestine and of the 
Jewish people. He was a fine scholar and I have often mentioned his 
work on the Palmyrene inscriptions to my class in Palwography at 
Columbia University. Ata time like this, when the Jewish situation in 
all parts of the globe calls for care and attention, the loss of such a man 
as Professor Simonsen will be most keenly felt. From where are to come 
those who shall take the place of the ones that are passing away’ May 
the life of Professor Simonsen act as a stimulus to our young men and 
young women, so that they may come forward and put their best efforts 
at the service of their people, in Europe, in America, and especially in 
the Land of Promise. This is the ardent wish of an admirer and a friend 
of the lost leader, Professor Simonsen. 


Mr. SZNEUR ZVI SHNEURSON (Hedera). 

Mr. N. PUNIANSKY writes: 

Szneur Zvi Shneurson died last week at Hedera, which, forty years 
ago, he had been instrumental in founding. Tledera, which was the first 
Jewisn colony to be established in Palestine by private enterprise with 
out assistance from outside,. was intended as a practical example that 
Jewish agriceltural work in Palestine could be made to pay its way and 
maintain itse'f throngh its own efforts. The name of Mr. Shneurson will 
go down in tne history of Palestine as one of the first Jewish pioneers to 
sacrifice position and business in Russia for hisideal. Despite the natural 
hardships encountered through malaria, absence of, dwellings and 
sanitation, anc the restrictions imposed by the Turkish Government, he 
succeeded in realising his ambition. The pioneer spirit prevailed with 
him tothe end. It is sad that when his closest friends and associates in 
the task of building up the colony of Hedera lost their lives through their 
work, he would return from their funerals with song and dance, so that 
the spirit of those who remained should not fail, and they might continue 
with their work with renewed encouragement. Mr, Shneurson, who was 
a descendant ofthe famous Rabbi of Ladi, a member of a wealthy famisy 
in Russia, anda leader of the Choreri Zicr movement, which preceded 
the Hetziian movement, died at the age of seventy-eight, and leaves a 
widow and tamily.

The death has occurred, at the age of fifty-five,in Frankfort, of Rabbi 
Dr. ARNOLD LAZARUS. . During the War he was one of the Jewish 
Chaplains to the German Forces. 

Rabbi SCHNEVER ZALMAN KLATZKIN, of Rogatchey, Russia, has died 
there aged seventy-seven.

REAL JEWISH WRITERS. 


Bagtiien and Other Stories. by O. Beilin (Edward Goldston, Ltd ), 6s, 
Job, by Joseph Roth (William Heinemann, Ltd.), 7s, 6d. 


Reviewed by M. J. LANDA. 

There is kinship between these two writers, which is no small 
compliment to the new one—Beilin, hitherto unknown. Only 
Jews could have written these stories, only Jews who bave them- 
selves suffered, who bave felt the ague of the Galut in their bones, 
who have been caught in the epidemic of misery surrounding them. 
A misery, however, shot with poetry and through which gleams the 
sunshine of the eternal hope that is Jewisbness. Both are followers 
of that great master of Yiddish short stories, Perez; the inspiration 
is undoubted, an artistic influence, 

Beilin is a Yiddish and Hebrew journalist in London—a well- 
known figure in the Yiddish Quartier Latin element of the East End 
to whom art and literature, poetry and ideas are things that 
matter, a coterie whose sympathies and knowledge are ever a revel- 
ation, whose sense of liberty, psychologically, stretches almost unto 
infinity. Beilin enters late in life into a kingdom into which he 
should be most cordially welcomed—with a cultured love of the 
English language, a poetic sense of style, with something new to say 
and a capacity for saying it which is singularly effective. His mastery 
of diction is extraordinary, whether the composition is direct, or 
whether—the inference is pardonable—he has conceived (and 
perhaps written) his stories in Yiddish and has trarslated them 
into English. 

“ Baptism,” the longest, is easi'y the best—the epic of a Jewish 
blackguard, brutalised by service in the Russian army, who subse- 
quent y becomes a professional—and frequent—apostate and returns 
to Russia to precipitate a pogrom. It is told straightforwardly, 
with the interest maintained throughout. The characters of the 
mercenary renegades are finely observed and expressively 
delineated. The other stories are exceedingly varied. Two or 
three are mere sketches—trifles almost casually flung off, nosegays 
laid on the tombstones of unforgettable yet chastened grief. 
Rachel” is a mixture of cynicism and sorrow that only the Ghetto 
can breed. ‘Misfortune’ has the same blend, with the added 
ingredient of pity for the victim of capricious fate. ~ Genesis” 
shows the authors power of contrast. Here is the convert to 
Judaism, who, in a moment of rejoicing, reverts to his Christian 
ecstasy. ~ Inferno” is eloquent of the terror of pogrom. 

In one respect © Void” is the most remarkable achievement in 
the book. It is a rhapsody of love in an amazing shower of words 
which, nevertheless, betoken the poet. The writing is sustained 
with a power and sincerity that prevent monotony. Such an 
experiment can eagily degenerate into bathos, but Beilin avoids it 
by artistic sensitiveness. ‘Therg.are little lapses; but on the whole 
there is rhythm in the rapture, something of a caress in the treat- 
ment of the language—and rather a beautiful story of the uprising 
of a forgotten Judaism. A book to be read with pleasure : an author 
to be received with thankfulness and congratulation. A new, and 
true, exponent of the Ghetto. 


A Jewish Everyman. 


“Job” is one of those books without which the world would be 
distinctly poorer. From its title and ascription, © the story of a 
simple man,” to its last page it carries conviction. It conveys the 
impression that it was ordained. It happened. It had to be told. 
It is the epic of the life of a Russian Jew of to-day and of his family, 
which, in most of its details, is undoubtedly the life of hundreds 
and thousands. There is nothing adventurous, nothing untoward, 
and yet it is more absorbing than any string of invention, however 
skilful the weaving of the net of fate. Here it is not fate, but 
circumstance. It does not even conform to Meredith's canon : 

In tragic life, God wot, 
No villain need be; passion spins the plot. 
Here it is not passion, other than the determination to live in 
defiance of all the decrees against it. “Job” is not strictly 
faithful toits Biblical prototype, but is a noteworthy instance of the

recognition, in these days of tutored scepticism, of the fidelity to 
even modern existence of the parables of the Sacred Book. 

“ Mendel Singer,” the principal character, is ~ Everyman cast 
into the dismal Russian mould—a bit of a schlemiel, who accepts 
poverty as his lot as he accepts his wife, less reconciled to the 
weird whims of destiny, and his four children, three boys and a girl. 
Out of such commonplace characters is the uncompromising and 
irresistible drama developed. The two elder boys are conse ripted ; 
one jeins up, the second is smuggled across the frontier by an agent, 
gets to America, makes good, sends for the others. By that time the 
daughter has drifted into intimacy with a Cossack, and the youngest 
boy seems a hopelsss cripple and mute. He is le{t behind. 

It is only in the subsequent apotheosis of that character that 
Roth permits himself an incursion into the romantic. For the 
rest, the everyday details of the odyssey of the Singers, with its 
haggling over copecks and the transformation that America effects, 
make up a tale that is never dull and always seems real and natural. 

It is a touching picture of Mendel when, for the first time in bis 
life, at the age of fifty-nine, care deserted him. 

“He wore contentment as a strange, borrowed garment. His son 
moved ioto a wealthy neighbourhood. Mendel stayed in his alley, in his 
old flat, with the blue gas-lamp, in thé neighbourhcod of the poor, the 

cats and the mice. He was a pious, God-f arihg and ordinary, an entirely 

commonplace Jew. Fewobserved him; many people failed to notice him 
atall ... Oncea week his three children visited hint, with his grandchild 
and Mac. He had nothing to say tothem. They spoke of the theatre, of 
society, of politics. He listened and dozed. Mendel was tco old to 
look at this or that with open eyes. He took his children’s word_ — 
it, that America was God's country, New York a city of vores omy anc 
English the most beautiful lan: uage in the world. Americ: were 
healthy, their women pretty, sport was important, time was money, 
poverty was a crime, riches a service, Virtue was half of success, and 
belief in oneself the whole of it, dancing was hygienic, roller-skating a 
duty, charity was an investment, anarchism a crime, strikers were 
cnemies of mankind, agitators instruments of the devil, modern machinery 
a gift of God, Edison the world’s greatest genius. Soon men would fiy 
like birds, swim like fishes, foresee the future like prophets, live in eternal 
peace and harmony, and build skyscrapers to touch the stars. The 
world will be very beautiful, thought Mendel. How lucky my grand- 
child is! He will live through it all! And nevertheless mixed with his 
admiration for the future was a nostalgia for Russia.” 


Even that detail—the strange love and longing for the step- 
motherlard has not escaped Roth. Mendel is in America but not of 
it, and is comforted to think that “ before the living had their 
triumph he would be dead." Comes the war—and tragedy. Mendel, 
invested with the majesty of pain and wrath, tries to destroy his 
phylacteries and praying shawl—' I want to burn God,” he cries. And 
here Roth opens the Bible at the Book of Job—and writes his own 
version. Wonderful, enthralling,a rare piece of artistry, to be read 
and read again. 


THE CENTENARY OF A FAMOUS FIRM. 


In March, 1832, a young student, named Isaac Kauffmann, arrived in 
Frankfort-on-Main from Bechsweiler, in Alsace. His object was to con- 
tinue his Talmudical studics with the famous Rabbi: Salomon Trier. 
However, a man must live; and the newcomer brought with him from 
his home a numb. r of Hebrew books, from the sale of which he hoped to 
scrape together encugh to keep body and soul togethcr during the course 
of his studies. His success far surpassed his expectations. What had 
originally been purely subsid ary became his main interest; and before 
long Le opened a second-hand Hebrew bcokshop near the Judenbriickchcn. 

{It soon attained a certain status in the world of Hebrew bcoks. The 
original accommodation became too small, the business being removed to 
a larger cstablisbhment in the future Pérmerstrasse. Rabbi Saimson 
Raphael Hirsch made use of the firm for the publication of the series of 
works which stemmed the tide of Reform in Germany, so that the name 
of hauffmann became well known throughout the country. From that 
time, the firm has never looked back. 

Isaac Kauffmann had already succeeded in establishing his business 
on” a secure footing when he withdrew in favour of his son. Ignatz. On 
the latter's retirement, in 1909, Le was succeeded in turn by his son, Dr. 
Felix Kauffmann, under whose auspiccs the firm which bears h's name 
celebrates its centenary this year. 

The activities of the business are manifo'd. It is still, probably, the 
best known firm of dealers in second-hand Hebrew books in the world. 
Its catalogues, sumptuously produced, are the delight of every Hebrew 
bibliopbile ; and many are the rare treasures which have been preserved 
and added to the world’s great collections through the acumen of its 
principals. At the beginning of the present century, the firm absorbed 
the old-established house of M. Lehrberger and Co., successors of the 
Wolf Heidenheim'sch: n Offizien, famous for their «ditions of the Hebrew 
liturgy. It is thus to Kauffmann, of Frankfort-on-Main, that we now 
owe the cheap, but admirably produced, Prayer-books, and, espe cially, 
the Pentateuchs, invaluable for Synagogal use. The other branch 
of the firm of Lehrberger was acquired as recently as 1912, so that 
the house of Kauffmann is now supreme in Frankfort publishing. Among 
the writers whose works have appeared under its auspices are Zunz, 
Steinschneider, Herman Cohen, Rosenzweig and Moritz Lazarus. Over 
a long period of years, it produced the Zeitschrift fiir Hebraische Biblio- 
graphie. 

One hundred years of Jewish book-production and book-selling in one 
family! It is a record probably unrivalled ; and the anniversary is one of 
more than local significance. In the earliest days of Hebrew printing, 
we often find the activity referred to as a “holy work.” The description 
is justified; for, ifa good book is as Milton said) the precious life-blood 
of a master-spirit, a supply of good Hebrew books is the precious life- 
blood of the Jéwish nation. It is in this “ holy work” that the house of 
Kauffmann have been engaged, now, for one hundred years. The good 
wishes of every loyer of Hebrew literature will go out to them for an 
equally long period of similarly useful activity in the future. C.R, 
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Notes on Books and Authors. 


No work on Mozart can afford to neglect his librettist, Lorenzo 
da Ponte. The latter, né Emmanuel C onegliano, the baptised son 
of Jeremiah C onegliano, of Ceneda, rivalled the greatest Don Juans 
of his day in his amorous adventures. wrote a classically audacious 
autobiography, and closed an eventful life in New York. at a vener- 
able old age, in 1838. In his Resear biography of Mozart 
(Peter Davies, Ltd., 5s. net.), Mr. Sacheverell Sitwell does him full 
justice. He describes him as “ the twin brother of Casanova, and. 
it may be added, a most able librettist’; speaks of his “ Marriage of 
Figaro,” as “ the absolute model “of what comedy should be": and 
tells us how his “unscrupulous hands transformed Beaumarchais’ 
Figaro into ~ the most perfect example of an opera-book that there 
has ever been”! How many of the thousands who listen to Mozart's 
operas to-day realise that a large proportion of their enjoyment is 


due to a genius which, if essentially Italian in its waywardness, was 
wholly Jewish in ancestry ? 


The Jewish poots of the Middle Ages used to call sonnets by the 
picturesque name of “songs of gold.” It is something of a pardno. 
masiac coincidence that the latest volume of the sort in English is 
SONNETS OF Lire, by Sir Leo Chiozza Money (Cobden:Sanderson, 
4s. 6d. net.). The contents, which range from “ Life and Inheritance " 
to “ Life, Death, and the Godhead,” exemplify the author's sense of 
language, as the introduction does his scholarly instincts. The 
seventy-eighth sonnet begins with a quotation from William Prynne, 
the greatest English anti-Semite of the Resettlement period, and 


closes with one from the prophet Jeremiah. But there is little else 


in the volume of Jewish interest.

MENT IN MODERN’ RESEARCH has now been published (Cambridge 
University Press, 2s. net.) It is a plea for a fresh standpoint in Old 
Testament studies, from which the innumerable problems connected 
with it will fall into a proper perspective. “The Old Testament,” 
says Professor Cook, “ has an organic place in modern research by 
reason both of the many diverse studies that contribute to our 
knowledge of it, and the unique contribution that it, in its turn, 
makes to a deeper knowledge of ourselves.’ Those who find them. 
selves in strong disagreement with the extremist attitude which the 
new Regius Professor adopts in dealing with the remoter periods of 
our history will be well advised to read this admirable booklet, in 
which he stresses the value which the study of Biblical literature 
retains even for one for whom it has ceased to hold any mysteries. 


THE ENGLISH BIBLE AS LITERATURE, by Charlies Allen Dinsmore 
(George Allen and Unwin, Ltd., 7s. 6d. net.) is the latest work 
to remind us of the imperishable literary value of the 
Scriptures in their English translation hardly less than in 
the original. It is, if anything, a little too flattering. An author 
who “walked on air, and... heard the dynamos of the world 
purring in the deep places,” when he finished “Les Misérables’ must 
inevitably strain his vocabulary almost to the breaking point when 
he comes to deal with Job or the Song of Songs. No Hebrew 
scholar will, however, endorse the amazing statement that “the 
English Bible in the standard versions is a finer and nobler literature 
than the Scriptures in their original tongues.”

Srr,—In his letter in your last week's issue, Mr. B. B. Jaeberman 
4ppears to clainf that, as one who has been, but is no longer, a 
Minister, he is in a wholly unbiassed position to state the case of 
the Ministers. 

For two reasons, however, Mr. Lieberman is suspect. One is 
his intemperate language. A man who has a good case does not 
need to abuse the other side. The other is that, human nature 
being what it is, Mr. Lieberman cannot be wholly unbiassed, since 
he is speaking for one Rabbinic father-in-law, three Rabbinic uncles, 
and at least one would-be Rabbinic cousin. As his Rabbinic uncles 
might put it, he is in this particular matter nm Sip. 

In any event, what does his contribution to the discussion 
amount to? Let us bave, he says, Rabbis and not curates, and let 
the Rabbis become spiritual leaders. We have a number of Rabbis, 
but if they are not effective leaders, the fault is surely not that of 
the community. Semehow the Rabbis and Ministers do not inspire 
confidence. Some suffer from spiritual pride, others from incom- 
petence; some prostitute their pulpit by petty personalities, others 
are lazy, flippant, aggressive and anything but spiritual. If fault 
there be, it is surely in the Ministers themselves. 

It was not always so. Iam old enough to remember Ministers 
of the type of Morris Joseph, Simeon Singer and Laurence Simmons, 
What characterised the three was a meekness which conquered all 
comers, a spirituality which won endrmous influence, and a 
personality which charmed by its simplicity’ The Community had 
no cause to complain of men of this type. If the Community com- 
plains to-day, it is that spiritually it is badly served.

Sir,—I have read with much interest the correspondence in your 
eminent journal arising out of the Preachers’ Conference. I 
approach the subject from the same angle as Mr. Lyons, since I also 
ama youth, but I hold very different opinions from his. In the 
course of his letter, he postulates that Judaism is a spent force and 
on the down grade and then suggests that the only remedy for this 
state of affairs is juvenile education on a large scale. In my 
opinion, this belief in the decadence of Judaism is extremely 
fallacious, and this from my owa experience, small though it is. 

I attend a well-known Synagogue in the north of Manchester 
regularly, and for those pessimists who are at present engaged in saying 
“ Kaddish” for Judaism, no more heartening sight can be imagined than 
a visit to this Synagogue, not only on a Festival, but even cn an ordinary 
Sabbath, for it is extremely rare that the Synagcgue is not full almost to 
capacity. Those who aitend the tervices are not only elderly men and 
women, for the outstanding characteristic of the worship is the large part 
taken by the young and the student youth. A marked feature of these 
Fervices is the hearty congregat.onal singing in which everyone partici- 
pates, and the sermon seems to possess quite the opposite tendency 
to that cf emptying the Synagogue, for the lessons preached from 
Sabbath to Sat bath do not deal with antiquated theological niceties, but 
show that the Minister is in touch with his Congregation. 

But the Synagogue does not only confine itself to prayer. The great 
need for Jewish education is recognised by the existence of Classes which 
the present Director of Jewish Education regards as a model of their kind. 
They can definitely be said to have justified their existence, for they 
keep boys and girls to the age of seventeen and over; and they possess a 
circulating library for the benefit of their p~upils. It scems, then, that 
effic-ent Classes can attract the children, for the problem there is not to 
enrol pupils, but to find space for those who wish to join. 

The Synagogue also dentifies itself with-its Youth, for it possesses a 
whole netwerk of Societies, mostly organised by the younger members of 
the Community, with the Minister as their active head, sceming to show 
that there are exceptions tothe general rule that “ Watchman” has so 


_ trenchantly laid down. Thus, it appears that one need not go to the 


Liberal Synagogue to come across all those activities that your contributor 
s0 rightly lauds. Pulsating activity is not the monopoly of St. John’s 
Wood Road. 

My chief aim in writing this letter is to poiot cut that what is possible 
in that 8) nagogue is equally possible elsewhere. To achieve this, how- 
ever, a few things must be bcrne in mind. There must be a friendly 
spirit pervading the Synagegue and an intense Jewish feeling must be 
fostered. The Mivister must possess an active insight into the « utlook of 
his congregants, and especially with the problems of the Youth of to-day, 
for they must be made to feel that they are active partne:s in Judaism. 
In no other way can the Minister expcctt to hcld the esteem and respect 
of those whom he has been appointed to lead.

AUDITING OF PALESTINE MOSLEM FUNDS. 


In the House of Commons on Wednesday, Mr. JOHN MORRIS (C., North 
Salford) asked the Secretary of State for the Colonies if he would state 
why the accounts of the Moslem Supreme (Sharia) Council in Palestine 
are not audited, seeing that it discharges a function under the Government 
of Palestine and receives substantial contributions from public funds. 

Sir P. CUNLIFFE LISTER replied: The President and Members of the 
Supreme Moslem Council receive salaries in respect of their services in 
connection with the Moslem Religious Courts. 

The accounts for which the Council is responsible relate to Moslem 
Wakfs or_religiows endowment... These Wakfs include certain tithes 
which, by agreement with the Moslem Community, are collected by the 
Government on their behalf, but do not include any contribution from 
the public funds. 

The demand by certain members of the Moslem Community that the 
accounts of Wakf funds should be made subject to Government audit is 
under consideration.

Jewish Ecclesiastical Advisory Committee. : 


The Advisory Committee for the Admission of Jewish Ecclesiastical 
Officers has been fcrmed under the Chairmanship of Mr. Otto M. Schiff, 


and meets at the Jews’ Temporary Shelter in Mansell Street, Aldgate, E..- 


It comprises representatives of the Beth Din, the Deputies, the Fedtra- 
tion of Synagognes, the Jewish Memorial Counci!, the Jews’ Temporary 
Shelter, the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, the Union of Orthodox Hebrew 
Congregations and the United Synagogue. Mr. A. Mundy is the Hon. 
Secretary. The Committee’s function is to advise upon applications from 
Congregations who desire to appoint officials from abroad, seeking to 
secure Home Office permits for applicants to enter th's country. 

The Advisory Committee has already held three meetings, when 
applicaticns were cons:dered from ten London and two Provincial Con- 
gregations for the admission of Rabbis, Cantors and Teachers from 
Poland, Belgium, France and the United States. It was agreed to 
recommend the Home Office to admit seven of these; three applications 


were rejected, whilst the remainder were held over pending further 
investigations. 


Commission for Kashrut. 


A meeting of the Committee was held on Thursday in last week at 
the Bo rd Room of the Great Synagogue, Duke Street. Mr. R. Lincole, 
Pres dent, was in the Chair. The question was raised why facilities were 
granted to many leading West End hotels to have kasher dinners. Ina 
reply, the Chairman said that, in the past, difficulties were p'aced by the 
ca erers in the way of having their functions superv sed, whereas all the 
well-known West End hotels gave all facilities for a kasher dinner under 
the strictest supervision, and the Commission for Kashrut were able to 
satisfy the Community that any function held under their supervision 
was guaranteed to be strictly kasher. It was decided to ask the Jewish 
Clergy to support the Commission by making it widely known, and to 
appeal to them that whenever they were invited t. a function, they 
should make enquiries whether it was being supervised by the Commis- 
sion. The Chairman suggested that the Commission should obtain 
permission from the “Hamburger Verein” to be able to have a similar 
distinciive sign printed on all the menus, so that when the public attended 
a function they could be assured it was under their supervision.

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NOTES ON THE SIDRA. 


Sabbath mow, Numbers xiii., l—xyv., 41. 
AIV., 2. .“ The whole congregation.” It bas been previously 
pointed out in these Notes that MIM 5D does not signify the entire 


community. If it did, the words are superfluous in this verse and 
it wou'd bave been sufficient to state: “And all the ch ldren of 


‘Israel mut mured against Moses and against Aaron, and said unto 


them.” When the whole of the people is intended, as in verses 5 


and 7, the text uses the expression “the corgregation of the 
children of Israel.” The "7¥ was the body consisting of the tribal 
repr«sentatives which acted as ‘he intermediary between Moses 
and the people. Rashi, on verse 1, d efines it, rather anachronously, 
by “Sanbcdrin"; but the idea is correct. 

Verse 3. ‘ Doth the Lord bring us.’ These words suggest that 
the people recognised the leadership of God, but they doubted 
whether His intentions were beneficent. Their mental state is 
made clearer in the retrospect of the incident which is given in 
Deuteronomy: “ Ye murmured in your tents and said, Because the 
Lord hated us, He bath brought us forth out of the land of Egypt 
to deliver us into the hand of the Amorites, to destroy us” (IL, 27). 

“To fall by the sword.” The report of the spies conjured up 

before their minds attacks from gigantic enemies, the inevitable 
result of which would be their destruction by the sword and the 
capture of their dependents. 
; Verse 4. “Let us make a captain.’ This translation of the 
Hebrew phrose has been accepted by allexegetes, ancient and modern. 
Its correctness is, however, questioned by Ehrlich who main- 
tains that if that were the meaning, the text would have inserted 
135 or 13° before , Let us appoint a captain over us.” More- 
ovcr, he asks, why gras a leader required if they were going to 
march back to Egyft? The distance to be covered was quite short, 
and there was no necessity for an organised and properly led return. 
He therefore contencs with much plausibility that WN" 7M3 is a 
military idiom with the meaning ‘to turn about.” Although there 
is no other occurrence of the exact phrase in the Bible, an analogous 
expression is found in II Chronicles xxix., 6: ‘ They have turned 
away their faces from the habitation of the Lord, and turned their 
backs 

Verse 5. For this action of Moses and Aaron, compare also 
xvi., 4 in connection with Korah's revolt, and xx., 6 with the mur- 
muring over the lack of water. Their motive was not, as Dillmann 
declares, to pray to God in their trouble. The wording, “ before a/l 
the assembly of the congregation of the children of israel,’ is 
pignificant. The two leaders, seeing their life's work on the point 
of collapse, ignore the MY and make a desperate appeal to the finer 
instincts of the entire community. They abase themselves in their 
presence and beg for wiser counsels to prevail. 7 

Verse 6. “Rent their clothes.” The tearing of the garment 
was an eccepted sign of mourning in the Orient, and the custom has 
persisted among Jews to this day, though in a modificd form. 
Modern scholars generally explain the practice on the supposition 
that “the mourner remained naked as long as the funeral rites 
lasted ; but, with advancing civilisation, this was felt to be indecent ; 
and, therefore, aftcr the garments had been torn off, sackclo'h was 
usually girded on " (Paton, Spiritism and the Cult of the Dead, p. 
248). But the mention of tearing the garments in the present verse 
makes one hesitate to accept this explanation. Joshua and Caleb 
rent their clothes as a spontaneous acticn resulting from the grief 
which overwhelmed them at the knowledge of what the people were 
contemp!'ating. Among the violently emotional races of the East, 


‘the tearing of the garment ina time of bereavement would be a 


natural outlet for their feelings. 

Verse 7. “An exceeding good land.’ They refer to the good- 
ness of the Promised Land first, because the first item in the report 
of the ten tribes had been: “ The land is a land that eateth up the 
inhabitants thereof.” Their further intention may have been to 
excite the cupidity of the people by convincing them that the goal 
they were making for was one worth the endurance of hardships 
and fighting to possess. The repetition of ™8® at the end of the 
sentence adds tremendous emphasis to the statement and brings 
out the point which Joshua and Caleb were trying to make with 
oratorical skill,

The Teaching of Jewish History. 


PRIZE AND SCHOLARSHIP FUND ENDOWED. 


On Sunday in the Ro:e Hertz Memorial Hall at the Communal 
Centre, Dayan Dr. A. Feldman presided, when a discussion was 
opened by Mr. Isidore Wartski on “The Teaching of Jewish 
History in the Talmud Torahs.” The function was under the 
auspices of the Talmud Torah Trust. » 


Mr. WARTSKI said it was of the greatest importance in modern times 
to give the Jewish boy a thorough knowledge of I¥wish history. He 
suggested to the Teachers the mivisability of using English text-books on 
history for children up to the age of, say twelve. | 

Mr. HERBERT ADLER said he agreed with Mr. Wartski’s suggestion. 
He disagreed, however, with Mr. Wartski when he had said: Give the 
children English books,” because he did not think that those books 
existed. Let them be perfectly frank with ey ge tg and say that they 
or got nothing in English td give toachild after the age of seven or 
e'ght. 

Mr. SUPER stressed the importance of the religious aspect of Jewish 
history. If one tried to interpret Jewish history and neglected the 
religions point of view, the subject lost a great deal of its meaning. 

The Rev. J. K. GOLDBLOOM spoke of the very limited time which 
Teachers at Talmnd Torahs had at their disposal. He suggested that a 
book on Jewish history should be written by a few experts cn the subject, 
suitable for the children of this country, and that the children should be 
encouraged by means of priz:g to do home-work during the week-end. 

Mr.. H. E. BAKER told the meeting what the TJariut movement 
was coing in connection with the teaching cf Jewish history. 

Mr. EK. HAL&VY thought it was essential that in teaching Jewish 
history, some uniform system of dates should be adopted by the Talmud 
Torahs. 

Mr. WARTSKI, in his reply to the discussion, spoke of the importancs 
of legends behind which very often some great truth lay. 

Dr. FELDMAN, in bringing the proceedings to a close, expressed the: 
hope that as a result of the discussion all the Organisations concerned, 
in co-operation with the Teachers, would set their hands to the task and 
produce history beoks suitable for the children of this country, as had 
been suggested by Mr. Goldbloom. .

Reception. 


Mrs. H. IRWELL presided at the reception which followed. 

In the course of an address, the CHipr RABBI (Dr. J. H. Hertz) sail 
that education was not merely the teaching cf facts; its function was to 
teach an attitu’te towards life to produce character. The greatest objcct 
of Jewish education was to teach the child to be Jewish. He emphasised 
the importance of the Talmud Torahs instilling Derech Eretz. Torah, of 
course, came first; but next to it came Derech Eretz. There was also 
another thing which was necessary and which was the test of a proper 
Talmud Torah teaching. He would put it in the form cfa question. Da 
the child leave the Talmud Torah with a strong feeling of Jewish 
brotherhood? If he dij not, then their Talmud Torah teaching had been 
in vain. Was that child, when he left, jealous of the Jewish name? Did 
he understand the meaning of Chillu'’ Hashem and Kiddush Hashem? It 
was only a soul which could arouse a soul. If the Teacher had a true 
reverence for the Torah and the ideal of the Torah; if the Teacher him- 
self understood Derech Ereiz, then he could convey a feeling of reverence 
and discipline and co-operation—the team spirit, as the English called it 
—to the children, and he would bring up a generation of children who 
would know how to work together. 

Dr. FELDMAN announced that Mr. George Rose, of Southport, had 
donated to the Trust the sum of £2,000 for investment, the income to be 
applied to the awarding of scholarships for Talmud Torah pupils in Great 
Britain and Ireland. The Fund was to be known as the “ George Rose 
Trust Fund,” and the awards were to be designated “the Rose and 
Sunlight Scholarships,” Mr. I. Sunlight, of Manchester, having been 
instrumental in securing the donation. Dr. Feldman thank Mr. Rose 
and Mr. Sunlight on behalf of the Talmud Torah Trust. 

Mr. Rose said he sincerely hoped that the Fund would further Jewish 
educat on among their boys and girls, and also that it would evcourage 
others to come forward and help to swell the Fund in order to create 
bigge* prizes and more scholarships. Mr. Rose paid a tribute to the 
sponsor of the scheme, Mr. Sunlight.

Sympathy for the Talmud Torahs. 


INCREASED CALLS FOR ASSISTANCE, 


“The Talmud Torahs have my ‘deep sympathy, but in the 
present world crisis it is very difficult to see one’s way to press 
their claims as much as one would like,” said Mr. LioNeL De RoTu- 
SCHILD, O.B.E., at a meeting of the Jewish Memorial Council, of 
which he is the President and over which he presided on Thursday 
evening of last week, in the Rose Hertz M:morial Hall of the 
Communal Centre. 

Mr. H. GooDMAN mentioned the pitiable plight of the Talmud 
Torahs, and urged that the Council should take step; either 
directly to support the Institutions concerned, or the Talmud Torah 
Trust, or else to convene a meeting to discuss the situation of the 
Talmud Torahs. Unless some step were taken, be declared, the 
Talmud Torahs would one after another have to be closed down, 
and he asked for an assurance that the matter would receive the 
attention of the Central Committee. 

Sir RoBperT WALEY Coney, K.B.E., Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, pointed out that the Talmud Torahs received a 
considerable grant from the Central. Committee for Jewish 
Education. 

The PRESIDENT, after making the statement quoted above, said 
that when the times improved it was hoped that they would be able 
to make bigger grants for these various educational schemes. At 
the present moment, they would find, they were spending all their 
money in, he believed, the wisest possible manner; and he thought 
it would be a disastrous policy to spend more than they did. 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, M.B.E, said they all knew how serious 
the position was, not only for the Talmud Torahs in London but 
for those throughout the country. As had _ been — pointed 
ont, the Central Committee had already made some grants during 
the past year to the Talmud Torahs in London, and the grants 
which they were able to make, he could assure them, were very much 
appreciated. During the year they had made a few fresh grants, 
two of which. were made to places in Ireland—Cork and London- 
derry.. Mr. Adler also referred to the grateful letters which they 
recived for grants of books. 


Beneficial Effects of the Communal Centre. 


Sir Ropert WALEY CoHEN moved the Executive Committee's 
Report to the Council, which records with deep regret the deaths of 
three members of the. Council—Mr. Ernst H. Schiff, Sir Max. 
Michaelis and Mr. L. S. Abrahggnson—and, under the heading of “The 
Jewish Communal Centfre,” 
been open but a short time, the concentration of so many of 
the communal services wa already producing the effect of closer 
co-operation. Ina reference to the Museum the fact is mentioned 
that visitors to the Museum during April and May numbered well 
over 1,000, 

In connection with the Synazogue Peovident and Pensions 
Fund, the Report records the fact that the membership bad increased, 
the number at present on the roil being 103. 

So far as the Central Committ:e for Jewish Education is con- 


cerned, the continued economic depression and the consequent. 


financial stress in many small communities, had increased the calls 
upon the Central Committee for assistance. Happily, they were 
able to respond to that urgent call, and had made a number of 
new grants. This had increased the Committee's budget. The 
amount which the Executive Committee had voted for 1932 was 
£3,023, an increase of £105. This, together with the cost of all the 
administrative sezvices, would bring the Council's contribation 
towards religious education to nearly £1,000. 

The Report, under the heading of “Hebraw Tutors at Oxford and 
Cambridge,” states that the weekly classes in R ibbinics held at the 
two Universities had been continued throughout the year. But as 
there would te no students at Oxford in training for the Ministry 
during the next academic year, the class would be discontinued. 
At Cambridge, a change in the tutorship had become necessary, 
owing to the resignation of the Rey. I. Abramovitch, who had Been 
appointed Minister at the Great Synagogue, Manchester. The 


Executive Committee were in course of making new arrangements | 


for next term. 
Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN said that they were very grateful to 


Mr. Wilfred Samuel and to Dr. Cecil Roth for all they bad done to 


make the Jewish Museum such a success.

Annual Meeting and Prize Distribution. 


TWENTY-FIVE YEARS’ EDUCATIONAL WORK. 


The Annual Meeting of the Union of Hebrew and Roligion 
Classes was held on Sunday in the Communal Centre. Dr. A. 
Ercnnorz, C.B.E., the President of the Union, presided. The work 
of the Union was increasing year by year, said the Chairman ; and 
they would see from the Report that the number of children on the 
roll was the highest that it had been for some years, and the attend- 
ance of their children was the highest that had been recorded for the 
past seven years. Many classes were springing up all over London, 
and week by week applications for assistance came to them. All 
this cost money. He earnestly appealed to the Jewish Community 
of London to do what it could to enable them to provide Jewish 
education on a more liberal scale than was now possible. They 
were grateful to the Education Supervision Committee, under the 
Chairmanship of Dayan Dr. Feldman, and to Mr. Herbert M. Adler, 
the Director of Jewish Educa‘ion, for their assiduous attention to 
detail and policy of the work. He moved a vote of thanks to them. 
Dr. E chholz referred to the examinations conducted by the Union 
in March last, and said he wished to congratulate the Rev. Walter 
Levin on the success which attended these annual examinations. 

Mr. F. D. BENJAMIN presented the financial statement for the 
year ended June 30th, 1931, ald said thas although their incom.) was 
down by £116 they had only reduced the grants to classes by £6". 

Balancing the Spiritual Budge’. 


Dayan Dr. A. FecpMAn referred to the fact that that year was 
the Silver Wedding year of the Union andalso mentioned the growth 
of their work during the pist 25 years. There were 4,000 cxildren 
attending their Classes but the number was not as many as they 
ought to have, and they would like to welcome many more children, 
especially gris. He was very glad to think that there was growing 
up a recognition of the importance of education. They must seek 
to balance their spiritual bu iget, for to become spiritually insolvent 
was a most serigus matter. The Union was trying to do its best, 
but they wanted the Community to ‘support them. The question 
of the provision of teachers was a hardy annual problem. They 
were looking forward to classes like Dalston, Stoke Newingtch, 
Stamford Hill and Old Ford where the pupils received instruction 
more than once a week, to provide them with the material for the 
teaching profession. 

Mr. Herpert M. ADLER said that a3 soon as better times came 
they must appoint an education officer to supervise the work. 

The Report and Balance-sheet were adopted. 

Ona the motion of the Rev. H. GoopMAN, reconded ty Mr. A. L. 
Curtis, the President and other Honorary Officers were re-elected 
en bloc. | 

In previous years it had been the custom, following the Annual 
Meeting of the Union, to have a Conference at which a paper on 
some educational subject was read. This ycar it was decided 
instead to ask certain Classes to contribute towards a display. 
Pupils from the following Classes took part: Old Ford and North 
Bow, Da!ston, Hammersmith and West Kensington, and New 
Synagogue. 7 


Prize Distribution. 


At the Annual Prize Distribution Mr. GUSTAVE TucK presided, and 
Mrs. Donald H. Cohen, his daughter, distributed the prizes. A welcome 
was extended to them by Dr. Eichho!lz, | 

Mr. GUSTAVE TUCK said that bis memory went back some twenty- 
five years ago when their friend, the Rev. A. A. Green and some of h's 
confréres in the Hampstcad Synagogue brought thas Union into being. 
The origina] idea was to amalgamate various Synagogue religion classes 
and, by a general supervision of their syllabusand their work, to form a 
Federation of Religion Classes. They knew how that work had proceeded, 
and how in the course of the years some of the best intellects among 
their younger men had been enrolledin that important work. They all 
realised the vital nced for a thorough Jewish education to be 
g.ven to their boys and girls. The R port of ths Union was good 
reatling. * One could gather from it how successful the Union had been 
during the past year. A good deal of credit must be given to the Rev. 
Walter Levin, who was an enthusiastic worker and whose life's work was 
bound un with the Union, They were pissin: through difficult times. 
The worl] was in a curious-stats, and on all sides they saw evidences of 
unrest. It was only natural that that spirit of uncertainty should invade 
the domain of Religion, and therefore it was, he believed, more urgent than 
ever that the impressionable years of childhood should be influ ncel by 
conscientious teachers and enthu:iastic guides who would make their 
young people realise the meaning of their Jew.sh herita-~e and the need t» 
maintain it. 

The CHIEF RABBI proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Tusk and his 
daughter, Mra. Cohen. He was sure that the words which Mr. Tuck had 
spoken went to the hearts ofthe men an1 women whom he bad addressed. 
Dr. Hertz said that the Union had under its control 2,583 boys and 1,418 
girls, a total of 4,000 with an averaye attendance of the two groups of 
3,101. Roughly speaking they had, at a conservative estimate, absut 
14,000 families affiliated to the United Synagogue and Associate Syna- 
gogues, and when they considere 1 that there were only 4,000 children in 
taeir classes, there was a heavy leakage somewhere. 

Mr. LEOPOLD FRANK seconded the vote of thanks.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMML 


No. 660.—Idol-Worship in Europe. 


My Cousin, 


At the beginning of the eighth century, a wave of religious 
madness swept over the peoples of Eastern Europe—one of those 
strange, unaccountable phenomena which, stupid in themselves, 
produce serious consequences for Mankind. The inhabitants of the 
Byzantine Empire became idol-mad. The worship of idole was 
general, and the masses appeared to have lost all sense of propor- 
tion in evaluating the influence of images. 


In its earliest stages, Christianity kept close to the teaching of 
Judaism in its abhorrence of graven images. But those were crude 
times, and images and pictures in Churches were regarded as 


_ educational instruments to bring home to the faithful a knowledge 


of the events and characters of Scripture. Moreover, many of the 
heathens who became baptised could not completely rid themselves 
of their accusiomed practice of worshipping their gods in tangible 
form. So it came about that holy pictures were venerated; many 
were even held to have been made not by human hands. ‘ 


Some eleven hundred years ago—when this country was ruled 
by Ini and Ethelbald and other names that possess an equally semi- 
mythical sound; shortly after the venerable Bede, “the father of 
English learning,’ had completed his “ Ecc'esiastical History "— 
devotion to idols and belief in superstition reached their height in 
Eastern Europe. Everybody believed in marvels, and in the 
miraculous intervention of Saints; and it really looked as though 
the Byzantines were about to return to the not tco distant crass 
paganism of their ancestors. Everywhere images of Jesus, the Virgin, 
and innumerable saints were to be found... They might be met 
with not only in Churches but in bouses and shops, on furniture, 
on clothes, on trinkeis. These senseless things received adoration. 
People kissed them, kneeled before them, prayed to them, lighted 
candles in front of them, adorned them with ribbons and burned 
incense over them. Oatbs were taken upon images; the populace 
rang hymns to them; and as for the miracles and marvellous deeds 
which they were alleged to have wrought, their name was legion. 

Thovgh Jews in their early history were addicted to idol 
worship; though the story of the golden calf was not one of the 
most glorious in their records, yet it is true to say that in the age 
of the Second Temp!'e Jews abhorred idol-worsbip. For three things 
n Jew was expected, if put to it, to suffer death rather than submit. 
One of the three was the veneration of idols. To Jews, there’ore, 
then as now, this phenomenon must appear strange indeed. How 
could human beings, gifted with Divine intelligence, sink to such a 
level of stupidity? At firstsight it appeared like madness. Perhaps 
the political gnd economic circumstances of the time may afford 
some clue to the aberration. The Eastern Roman Empire was beset 
ky foes on its borders. Its very existence was at stake. Arab 
armies, flashed with the success of conquest, were marching upon 
its confines; in 718 an Arab army actually besieged Constantinople 
for a whole year. It is difficult at this distance of time to form any- 
thing like a correct conception of the terror that walketh by night 
which must bave frightened men out of their wits, so.that they shed 
the veneer of what is termed civilisation; and sank back into the 
condition of the savage to whom the worship of sticks and stones 
seemed natural. 


In all this unrest, needless to add, the Jews living in the 
Byzantine Empire had a bad timeof it. Inthe year 723 the Emperor 
Leo III made a determined effort to bring Jews and un'elievers into 
the bosom of the Church. He definitely ordered Jews to adopt 
Christian rites. But for the civil upheaval which followed three 
years later, the Jews might have been swept out of existence in the 
Roman Empire of the East. 


For this same Emperor Leo III, realising that the heathen cult. 


of idol-worship wis sapping the vitality of the State, issued an 
Edict against the worship of images. It kappened that in the year 
726 a dangerous volcanic eruption devastated a wide area in Greece, 
and Leo III, seeing in this natural upheaval evidence of Divine 
anger, decided to propitiate God by cleansing religion of the practices 
which dishonoured it. The iconoclastic struggle which ensued 
Jasted for more than a century-and-a-half. It disturbed the peace 
of the Empiré and led eventually to the establishment of the 
Ridependence of Italy and the power of the Pope. 

Those who loved their idols fought bitterly against those who 
saw the stupidity of idol-worship. The irony of the situation 
was that the advocates of the idols argued that as Jews condemned 
idol-worship, all those who were opposed. to idol-worship were 
Jews. The Emperor Leo III himself was accused of being a Jew. 

You say all this is ancient history, that it happened in a far 
away country in-a far. away time. You are right. But it bas a 
strange and sinister parallel in our own day. Is it sufficiently 


‘realised that a species of idol worghip has seized upon half the 


inhabitants of Germany to-day? The Hitler movement in its 
cultural aspect is the mad, senseless worship of the idea of race. 
Those clerics and others who recently condemned the Atheism of 
the Bolsheviksin Russia, should, if they are. consistent, raise their 
voices ‘once more agains$ the Atheism cf the Nazis in Germany. 
Herr Rosenberg who is held to be one of the “ thinkers” of Hitler's 


movement, set forth his religious faith in a, recent book. He is 
frankly an Atheist, worshipping only the idea of Race which for 
him means, of course, the German Race. All that is of Jewish 
origin, directly or indirectly, is for him “ devilish.” Judaism is a 
“stolen pseudo-religion.” The Old Testament is “ Satan's Bible,” 
which should be abolished out of hand. Christianity itself, in so 
far as it draws upon Jewish teaching, must be swept away ; and even 
Jesus and the Sermon on the Mount are pronounced by Rosenberg 
to be things accursed. 

In place of the Love taught by Christianity, Rosenberg sets up 
the Worship of Race. In that cult every weapon is justified, every 
policy lawful. The pursuit of truth and the exercise of fairness are 
described as a policy for weaklings. Your strong man makes his 
way by brute force. The ethics of the Hitlerists permits the use of 
terrorism, of physical force, and of the strong hand over against 
those who are not of their way of thinking. In so far as Hitlerism 
makes progress, Christianity is in danger in Germany. That isa 
view recently expressed by one of the foremost theologians at the 
University of Erlangen. 

The alarming thing is that Protestant Germany is flocking to 
Hitler, and not only the rank and file of what in this country would 
be called Churchmen, but the Clergy bave also gone over in large 
numbers. .At a mass meeting recently held in North Germany, a 
Protestant clergyman declared, amid loud applause: “ We proclaim 
our adhesion to the National Socialist Liberation Movement, even 
though it may be carried on in the name of the Devil!’ 

The man spoke perhaps more truly than he knew. Like the 
idol-worship in eighth century Byzantium, the new heathenism of 
twentieth century Germany is devilish. The only religious group 
which is definitely against the Hitler party and its Atheism is 
the Catholic Centre. The German Catholics see in the 
Nazi Movement not only a menace to the political and economic 
life of Germany, but also to its religious life. Many of the 
saper leaders of Protestant Germany are alarmed at the 
prospect. Itis important for the Christian world to realize that 
the Nazis are threatening the very existence of Christianity in 
Germany. Two Sindays agothe Bishop of Durham, preaching at 
Westminster Abbey, called attention to what he described as tue 
"first stage of a great revolt against the Christian elements in 
Western civilization.” Dr. Henson is alive to the gravity of the 
onslaught. He sees the seriousness of the position in Russia. But 
the omens are every whit as bad in Germany, where the Nazis are 
the leaders in what the Bishop termed tbe march to a great disaster. 
In Germany the world is witnessing another of those mad, violent 
and inexplicable waves of anti-religious feeling. In the eighth 
century it produced a conflict which shook the world. Will the 
Nazi movement achieve a similar result in the twentieth century ? 
In the eighth cehtury Jews were one of the victims who suffered 
most. Will history repeat itself in this respect also in the twentieth ?

The American Jewish Ccngress will not be deterred from its purpose 
of convoking the Jewish World Confercnce in Geneva in August, says in 
official statement issued by the lcaders of the American Jewish Congress, 
in reply to Dr. Cyrus Adler's condcmnation made in the name of the 
American Jewish Ccmmittce, of which he is President. Dr. Adler is 
accused in the statement of disrupting Jewish urity in the face of the 
gravest Jcwish emergency. Invitations have already becn issucd to 
@mportant Jewish bod’es in various countr'es (including the British Board 
of Deputies) to attend a prelimirary ccn'erence at Geneva on August l4th. 

Professor Felix Frankfuiter, Professor of law at Harvard University 
from 1914-1920, ard Professcr of Administrative Law at Harvard 
University since 1920, has becn appointcd a jvdge of the Sup:eme Court 
of Massachusetts. 

The United States District Attorney, Mr. Fhiiip Foreman, has been 
appointed by President Hcover Fcderal Judge of the State of New Jersey. 
He is the first Jew to cccupy this pcst in this State. 

The Bill yroviding that husbands of American citizens should te 
allowed to enter the United States cytside the quota, which had already 
been adopted by the Senate, is to be re-considered by it. 


Austria. | 
The Minorities’ Congress. 


The Jewish minorities of Poland, Latvia, Lithuania, Esthonia, 
Rumania, Czechoslovakia and Bulgaria, are being represented at 
the European National Minorities’ Congress in Vienna in which 
representatives of nearly all the minorities in Europe, estimated 


’ to number 40,000,000 pereons are participating.» The Hungarian 


Jews are not being represented at the Congress owing to the 
cpposition of the Hungarian Jewish leaders, who maintained that 
the Jews in Hungary did not constitute a national minority, but 
a religious community. The leader of the Jewish delegates to the 


Congress is M. Motzkin, the President of the Zicnist Actior 3 
Committee. 


Belgium. 


The administration of the Antwerp Radio has irtroduced a Jewish 
Hour of troadcasting. The first Jewish Hour, in the course cf which 
Jewish songs and recitations and a Jewish lecture were given, proved a 
great success and was highly appreciated by the Jews in the city. 


Bulgaria. 


The trial of the three Bulgarian anti-Semites who were charged with 
kidpapp ng Jews in fofia has erded. The ringleader of the gang of 
kidnappers, M. Kalyaktchieff, one of the leaders of the anti-Semitic Rodna 
Zastchita Organisation, has been senterced to imprisonment for seven 
and a half years, and his associates, Mm. Radeff and Stoyanoff, also 
prominent members of the Rodna Zastchita Orgrnisation, have becn 
sentenced to imprisonment for eighteen months each. 


Czechoslovakia. 


The Town Council of Gablonz recently prohibited Shechita in the 
municipal slaughter house states the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. The 
Jewish Community of Gablonz there-upon lodged a complaint with the 
Supreme Administrative Court, which has now handed down its decision, 
declaring that slaughtering according te the Jewish rite iz one of the 
religious practices assured to cilzens under Constitution, and that 
isa violation of this right guaranteed under the Constitution if the 
members of any Jewish religious Community anywhere in the Republic 


Aare not allowed to exercise tWeir religious requirements in that place in 
which they are resident, 
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Estonian Jewry has. elected its third Cultural Council which, accord- 
ing to the Constitution of the State, controls the Jewish cultural affairs in 
Estonia in harmony with the wide measure of cultural autonomy 
enjoyed by the Estonian Jews. The elections have aroused great interest 
and #) per cent. of the electors went to the polls. The elections resulted 
in a great victory for the Zionists who returned twenty candidates to the 
new Council. The Yiddishists, who are opposed to the pro-Hebrew policy 
of the Zionists, only obtained six seats. 


Germany. 


Confiscation of Jewish Property. 
Resolution Passed by Prussian Diet. 


At five o'clock in the early hours of Saturday morning, during 


an all-night sitting of the Prussian Parliament, the Nazis succeeded - 


in carrying at a snap-division, in the absence of many of the 
Deputies of the Social Democratic and Centre Parties, a motion for 
the confiscation of all property belonging to East European Jews 
who have come into Prussia after the outbreak of the Great War on 
August Ist, 1914. The Communists voted with the Nazis for con- 
fecation, apparently in the desire to effect any confiscation of 
property, even if it is at first limited to that of East European Jews. 
The Nazis also succeeded in carrying at this session a motion pro- 
hibiting State theatres in Prussia employing Jews in any capacity, 
as actors, managers, musicians, etc. The text of the confiscation 
motion is as follows: The entire property of all East European 
_Jews who have entered the country since August Ist, 1914, consti- 
tuting the dishonest accumulation .of a race which itself does no 
productive work, but has accumulated wealth by enslaving the 
German pation, is to be ccmpletely confiscated. The Prussian 
Govceament is. instructed within three weeks to convert this 
confiscated property into means of employment for the unemployed. 

It must be borne in mind that this rero‘ution is not in itself 
legis'ation; it is only a recommendation to the Prussian Govern- 
ment, who can act upon it or not as they think fit. Should they 
szgnore it (and it is so ill-digested in its terms that it is scarcely 
likely they will act upon it), the Diet can pass a vote of censure on the 
Government. Even then the situation is not free from complica- 
tion:, for the Prussian States Council (ihe Second Chamber of the 
State) has certain powers. If, however, the vote of censure were 
confirmed the Government would have to resign. 
Prussian Government's term o° cflice, which according to the con- 
stitutionis independent of the parliamentary elections, automatically 
expires in a few months, it 18 unlikely that a vote of censure would 
be persisted in. Thus it is hoped that this is the last that will be 
heard of this particular resolution. 


The Rathenau Anniversary. 

_ The powerful Republican forces in Germany, organised in the 
Reichsbanner, the Social Democratic Party, the Centre (Catholic) 
Party and the Democratic State Party, observed solemmly last 
Friday the tenth anniversary of the assassinatiow of Dr. Walter 
Rathenau, who was murdered by anti-Semites almost outside his 
home in the Koenigsallee. A memorial gathering was held in the 
Assembly Hall of the Reichsteg, at which representatives of the 
Government and leading politic ans spoke. Memorial gatherings 
were also held outside Dr. Rathenau’s house at the side of a tree 
which still bears the marks of two bullets fired by the assassins, 
and at the graveside in the Jewish Cemetery. Many thousands of 
Republicans assembled in the Cemetery, and nearly a thousand 
Republican banners of branches of the Reichstanner were stacked 
over the Rathenau family vault. The general Press, except for the 
Nazi ‘papers, fis full of tributes to Dr. Rathenau’s memory. The 
BERLINER TAGEBLATT, the VossIsCHE ZEITUNG, and the VORWAERTS 
publish editorials praising Dr. Rathbenau as philosoper, statesman, 

financier, diplomat and many-sided genius. 


It is noteworthy that in the extensive fighting which has taken place 
during the last week or two between Hitlerists and their opponents in 
many German cities very few Jcws bave suffered. 

Anti-Semites have uprooted fifteen tombstones at the Jowish cemetery 
at Putzweiler, near Trier. 

The new aliens law in Prussi1, which comes into force to-day, has very 
much aHeviated the alarm which existed in Jewish quarters where it 
was feared that it would result in the wholesale expulsion of foreign Jews. 
The new law provides that no aliens may be expelled from Prussia who 
hare lived in Germany far. ten years or in Prussia for five years. No 
aliens, it Yirther provides, may be expelled from the country who are 
liable to punishment on return to their native countries. The bulk of the 
foreign Jewish population in Germany has been living in the country for 
more thanten years. In addition, the majority of them are holders of 
the so-called Nansen passports, former Russian subjects who have not 
acquired Soviet citize’ship, and would be liable to punishment’on return 
to Russia. There are several thousand Jewish holders of Nansen pass- 
ports living in Berlin alone. ‘ 

The Central Jewish Welfare Office of Berlin announces that it bas for 
some time been considering establishing a Jewish labour colony in 
Germany. There were certaia difficulties that held up the scheme, but 


these have now been cleared ‘wut of the way, and with the generous 
assistance of the Prussian Ministry of Welfare, the Prussian Federation 
of Jewisk Communities, and other State Federations of Jewish Com- 
munities, the Nenendorf Estate, near Berlin,

Nahum Sokolow on his American Tour. 


The American Pro-Palestine Committee. 


United States Vice-President as Chairman. 


INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Nahum Sokolow, the distinguished President of the Zionist 
Organisation and the Jewish Agency, set himself a difficult task when 
several months ago he undertook a financial mission to the United 
States where the economic crisis is tragically acute (writes a 
JEWISH CHRONICLE representa- 
tive). An added handicap was 
that the confidence of Ameri- 
can Jewry in the Mandatory Power 
had been severely shaken since the 
outbreak of the riots in Palestine 
and the publication of the Passfield 
Paper. In the States Nahum 
Sokolow addressed on the average 
four meetings a day, and came in 
daily contact with some of the 
most prominent people in the 
public life of the nation. Every- 
where he was received with the 
greatest enthusiasm. 


“ When I set out,’ Nahum Soko- 
low told me, “I had no idea of the 


in the States. The crisis is far 
more acute in America than it is in other countries because of the 
sharp contrasts between the prosperity that was and the depression 
thatis. It is no exaggeration to say that hundreds of thousands of 
people are starving ; a large number of Jewish Institutions have had 
toclose down, and this also applies to various Synagogues which are 
mortgaged. I need not dilate upon the effect of this crisis upon my 
mission, but although I am not at the moment in a position to say 
precisely the amount which has becn actually realised as a result of 
my visit, since many sums had been received in pledges, I can say 
this: That having regard to the dire distress which exists among so 
many American Jews their contribution was a large one. Nor must 
the fact be overlooked that considerable numbers of them are 
sending financial succour to their relatives living in Eastern Europe, 
whose economic condition has become even worse than it has ever 
been before.” 

There was a difference, he declared, between the Zionis‘ 
Organisation and the Zicnist Movement in America. The Organisa- 
tion was not very great in numbers. The Movement, on the other 
hand, and its numerical strength was actually on the increase. 
Nahum Sokolow, who has visited the States five times during the 
last twenty years, some of his visits extending over a period of six 


months and more, said that never bad he feund the Zionist Move- | 


ment in such a strong position as it was to-day. This gratifying 
fact he attributed to the very clos2 connection which there was 
between American Jews aud Palestine, which, in its turn was due, 
he said, to the following facts: 

(1) There are a great number of American Jews who have rela- 
tives in Palestine. In some cases parents have even sent their 
children to study in the schools of the country. 

(2) A number of American Jews have invested in various Pales- 
tinian enterprises. Nahum Sokolow could not, of ccurse, give precise 
figures, but he thinks they must run into several million pounds. 

(8) The number of American tourists to Palestine is on the 
increase. 

“ Despite the depression ?” I asked. 

“Yes, despife the depression. But the increase is due to the 
fact that this tourist element consists for the most part of those 
whose intention it is to settle in the Holy Land, but who first want 
to see the country. The second category of tourists are those who 
go there for the pleasure of the visit,,a pleasure which is also 
coupled with idealism, while the third is that of American Rabbis 
and scholars who go to Palestine from the point of view of 
accumulating knowledge. I am sure that our missions from Europe 
to America, particularly since the War, have by touring ajl over the 
States and lecturing not only to raise funds but very often on 
general Jewish problems, Jewish history, literature, education, etc., 
contributed in a considerable measure to strengthen and deepen 
the spirit of revival. It was, thereforc, a great moral satisfaction to 
me to see this growth in enthusiasm for Palestine and Zionism, 
and to a large extent it compensated for the lack of funds.’ 


At Washington. 
One of the most interesting and important outcomes of Nahum 


_ Sokolow’s visit was that while in Washington he played an important 


part in helping to constitute a powerful Pro-Palestine Committee 
undet the distinguisbed Chairmanship of the Vice-President of the 
United States, Mr-Curtis, and with the cq-operation of a number‘ef 
prominent Senators headed by Seriators Borah, King, Lewis and 


extent of the economic depression | 


Coplan. The object of this Committee is to give the maximum 
amount of moral encouragement to the idea of Palestine as a Jewish 
Home Land. 

The numerous non-Jewish Bodies which the Zionist leader 
addressed included the various Rotary Clubs of America and 
Chambers of Commerce, notably those of Chicago, Cleveland (Ohio), 
and St. Louis. Everywhere the greatest interest was evinced in 
what he had to say about Palestine and Zionism and many questions 
were asked in connection with the subject. Nahum Sokolow also 
delivered addresses in two Senates and Legislatures in Boston 
(Mass) and Trenton which is the capital of New Jersey. ae 
i “A few weeks after my arrival in the States,” said Nahum Sokolow, 

I received a telegram from the Colonial Secretary, to the effect that 
the British Government would carry out the Mandate both in the 
letter and in thespirit. This telegram made a very good impression 
on American Jewry and facilitated my work to some extent. For it 
is no secret to say that the confidence of American Jewry in the 
British Government had received a severe set-back as a result of the 
publication of the White Paper, and I had to work very bard in order 
to re-establish that confidence.” _ 

“ Did you notice any evidence of anti-Semitism in America?” 

. © There are a number of hotels—no in the big cities which do 
nos admit Jews, but it is only fair to say that I did not find any 
perceptible. manifestation of anti-Semitism. On the contrary, I 
should like to emphasise this fact: that while in other countries, 
notably Germany, the Jew is made the scapegoat if things go wrong 
economically, this does not apply to America where the Jew is con- 
s dered as much the victim of the economic crisis as his fellow 
citizen of a non-Jewish persuasion.’ 

~ What,” Tasked, “ is the most striking impression of your visit ?” 

“My most striking impression, is the progress of the middle- 
class movement towards Palestine. By which I mean the large 
number of these families who are going to Palestine in order to 
settle there.”’ | 

“Is it a fact that many American Jews are going to Pulestine 
because of the economic situation in America?” 

“Yes, quite a large number of them are either going or else 
making preparations to go.”’ 

Speaking of the attitude of American Jewry towards Jewish 
Movements in general, he said: 

“ American Jewry is very sound and not at all keeping aloof from 
the various Jewish movements in other countries. Tuey are as 
much interested in the position of Jews in other countries as they 
were formerly, and there is also progress in the various branches 
of Jewish science and in the Hebrew language. I found, for 
instance, in the different places which I visited soms really 
excellent Talmud Torahs and Ivrit b'Ivrit Schools where the boys 
and girls attending them speak very good Hebrew. I al:o noticed 
that there were quite a large number of Palestine Teachers at these 
schools.” 

The Wcrid Jewish Congress. 

The last topic of our conversation was that of the propo:ed 
conference to discuss the holding of a World Jewish Congress. 

“People talk about a Jewish congress or World-Jewish Congress,” 


“he said, “ forgetting that what is at the mom:nt proposed is merely 


a corferencs to discuss the question of whether such a congress 
should be held.” In this connection Mr. Sokolow pointed out that 
such an international congress did, in fact, take place fifty years ago 
and that he himself had bcen invited to it asa young member of 
the Alliance Israéli‘e. He was, however, unable to be present at 
this Congress, which was convened to grapple with the serious 
problems which were at the time confronting world Jewry as the 
outcome of the persecutions to which it wassubjected. There were 
delegates at this gathering from America, Germany, Italy and many 
other countries, and among those who had received invitations was 
the well-known Jewish historian, Grae{z, who could not attend but 
who sent his proposals in writing. In all, there were present at 
the Congress about sixty or seventy delegates. “It is to be regretted 
that contemporary Jewish history is so little known that our 
publicists seem to have had no idea thata Jewish Congress is by no 
means a new orrevolutionaryscheme. As a matter of fact, it took 
place in 1879 in the premises of the Consistoire Israelite, beginning 
on the 14:h August and extending over several days.” 

“ Are you in favour of a World-Jewish Congress ?” 

“IT am studying this problem most sincerely. One has, for 
instance, to“ know whether the Jews of Germany and of other 
countries, would favour such a gathering. There are pros and cons,, 
but I certainly think it is worth while exploring the idea—not from ° 
an external point of view, that is, whether we should expose our- 
selves to the accusation of Internationalism or not—a motive which 
might paralyse all our activities. I would dismiss such reasoning 
altogether—because we are compelled to defend ourselves. The 
question is only an internal one: whether we have the first condition 
—Jewish unity ; whether any practical results can be expected, 
ete. I hope that all this will not-be exploited as a slogan for 
dividing parties, but as a watch-word to establish a united front of 
World Jewry in these times of distress and danger.” 

While in Paris, on his way back to London, Nahum Sokolow was 
received by the President of the French Republic who asked a 
number of questions on the position of Jews in Palestine and in 
America, and who, Nahum Sokolow says, evinced a great interest in 
the future of the Jews. The French President expressed his 
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sympathy with the Zionist ideal. Nahum Sokolow lunched with a 
number of men well known in the public life of France, including 
the Minister of Public Works, the Minister for Health who is also 
the President of the Pro-Palestine Committee in France, and with 
Deputy Blum, the Socialist leader.

Jewish National Fund Receipts. — 


£93,000 IN SEVEN MONTHS. 
Thereceipts for the first seven months of the Jewish year (from 


October to April) amounted to £93,063, which is a decline on last year's 


receipts, amounting in the same period to £117,026, the Jewish National 
Fund headquarters at Jerusalem state. The decline is partly due to the 
inability of a number of European countries to export their contributions, 
resulting in an amount of some £6,000 being thus keld up, it is stated. In 
addition there-has be>n a serious drop in receipts from the United States 
of America (from £29,090 to £22,000), Last year’s figure included an 
advance from South Africa of £5,750. There has been an increase in 
receipts in Belgium, Holland and Switzerland while there has been a 
decline in Germany, Great Britain, all parts of Rumania and in Palestine, 
where £4,621 were received in the seven-month period. The second half 
of the year usually brings in a larger sum than the first half, the state- 
ment concludes, expressing the belief that as a result of a number of 
efforts in various countries the total receipts for the year will not fall 
short of those of last year.

PROPOSED CHAIR IN ENGLISH. 


WORK OF THE HAIFA TECHNICUM., 


Lady Erleigh strongly advocated the establishment of a Chair 
in English at the University of Jerusalem at an “At Home” which 
was given on Monday evening at 21, Palace Court, W. (the residence 
of Mrs. Leon Rueff), under the auspices of the Friends of the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem. Lady Erleigh gave her impres- 
sions of the University as a result of her recent visit to Palestine, 
and Mr. S. Kaplansky (Pr:ncipal of the Technical Institute at Haifa) 
also delivéred an addres:. o 

Sir Puruip Hartoa, K.B.E., C.LE., who presided, referred to the 
death of Mr. Herbert Bentwich who, he said, bad been one of their 
Vice-Presidents. Those present stood in silence as a mark of respect. 

Lady Erleigh said that it was with her father, the late Lord 
Melchett, that she went to Palestine for the first time, six years ago. 
Whenever she went to the University it brought back recollections of 
him more poignantly than any other place. She could well remember 
his enthusiasm when he walked through it; his interest in the 
laboratories, and the various questions he asked; for he wanted to 
know how everything was done. Lady Erleigh, referring to the 
Medical Section of the Hebrew University, said she found them 
working on the question of acidosis in children. Not only were 
they up-to-date, but actually ahead of what they were doing in this 
country in-tha‘ direction. In the Library, the speed with which 
one could get any book one asked for was nothing short of remark. 
able. During her tour of the University, said Lady Erleigh, 
she found two Arabs studying Arab mediwval poetry, there being 
no other Library in the Near East which could compare with that 
of the University of Jerusalem. There was one thing, howe¥er, 
which amazed her, and that was to find that there was no Chair in 
English. ‘* What have you been doing?” asked Lady Erleigh. “How 
can you tolerate the fact that English history, English literature, 
English culture and the English language are not adequately dealt 
with in the University?” There must be a Chair of Engli-h, and 
they must not rest until there was one. | 

In the course of his address, Mr. Kaplansky said the Haifa 
Technical Institute was a comparatively young Institute and was 
very similar to the Northampton Polytechnic Institute in London, 
It consisted of three branches of activity. They had established what 
was the main part of their work—the Engineering College. Then 
there was the Trade Schoo! for metal workers, while the third 
branch consisted of evening classes for working men and artisans 
who wanted to gain more knowledge in their particular trade. It 
was their ambition, said Mr. Kaplansky, to add a department of 
industrial engineering to the department ofcivil engineering. This 
was what Palestine and the Near East at pretent needed. On the 
other hand, they did not want to neglect the other great need—tbhat 
of skilled workers and skilled artisans, and it was to meet this 
requirement that they opened three years ago their Trade Schéo?

GIFTS AND LEGACIES. 


(COMMUNICATED. | 


The Jewish National and University Library has just received the 
complete arebives of the Central Committee for the Relief of War and 
Pogrom Victims in the Ukraine, containing a large quantity of valuable 
ma‘crial on the pogroms and the fate of the Jewish refugees during the 
period 1918-1922. ‘The library has also received the papers of the Jewish 
author, the late Jacob Dineson, as well as a number of other do.uments 
and autographs. 

The important bequest of the late Dr. Samuel Abraham Poznansky 
contains many hundreds of letters of great literary interest from 
many famous people with whom the late Dr. Poznansky corresponded. 
They all concern Jodaica and Orientalia. There are also copies and 
photostats of manuscripts from the University Libraries at Oxford, 
Berlin and Leningrad, scientific manuscripts of the late Dr. Poznansky, 
his bibliographical work from youth upwards, and-—-what is most 
important—notes his biographical Dictionary of the Karaites. 
These notes contain extremely talu:ble material, not hitherto published, 
concerning the history of the Karaites and their sages. There are aiso 
copies of bis printed works, in which the anthor has inserted his 
marginal comments. This mat rial has been sent to the University 
Library by the Friends of the Hebrew University in Warsaw.

Jerusalem Water Supply. 
— ---- 
GENERAL W AUCHOPE’S STATEMENT. 
[From our Correspondent.—JERUSALEM.] 


_ The High Commissioner, General Sir Arthur Wauchope, has 
announced that the legal obstacles in conrection with the Jerusalem 
water supply concession bave now been overcome. The concession, 
dating back to Turkish times, had been transferred from M. Mavro- 
matis, a Greek, to a British group. It has now been definitely 
terminated and thus the Government are able to co-operate with 
the municipality in making arrangements to raise the necessary 
loan to carry out the works required. These will providean adequate 
and permanent water supply for all the citizens of Jerusalem and 
for all anticipated building and industrial development. 

At the same time the High Commissioner warns the inhabitants 
that the completion of the works will necessarily tase some time, 
and he advises the strictest economy in the ure of water during 
this summer. Part of the population has already been reduced to 
late summer conditions as regards water supply, on account of the 
abnormal conditions of drought which have prevailed, and there 
seems no doubt that Jerusalem is going to suffer badly from water 
shortage during the ensuing months. 


The Tel-Aviv Magistrate’s Court. 
THREATENED TRANSFERENCE TO JAFFA. 


The inhabitants of Tel-Aviv were indignant at the decision of the 
authorities to transfer from their city to Jaffa the Tel-Aviv 
Magistrate’s Court. The Notary Public was to be transferred at the 
same time. A Conference of bankers, members of the Tel-Aviv 
Chamber of Commerce and lawyers, held under the chairmanship of 
the Mayor, Mr. Dizengoff, decided to lodge a protest with the High 
Commissioner against the transfer, declaring that they would never 
agree to have their cases heard in Jaffa. 

Considerable satisfaction was felt when subsequently the High 
Commissioner issued a statement to the effect that the decision to 
transfer the Magistrates’ Court had been rescindédd in view of the 
considerable inconvenience which the proposed change would have 
involved, | 

Police Force to be Merged. 

The Mayor of Tel-Aviv expressed to the Council this week his 
regret that that fine body of* men, the Tel-Aviv Municipal 
Constabulary, was to be merged as from the first of July in the 
Palestine Police Force, This, he pointed out, would result in the 
only purely Jewish constabulary in the world losing its identity.

which provides an opportunity of settling a large number of sewish 
unemployed there, both in agriculture, including vegetable gardening 
and in artisan occupations. The Neuendorf e:ta’e will begin work on 
Monday, with thirty or forty settlers. It is intended soon to increase the 
number of settlers very considerably, in order to give really valuable 
assistance to the Jewish unemp'oyed. 

The. Jews of Hessen are relieved by the failure of the Nazis to obtain 
a clear majority in the elections for the State Parliament of Hessen, 
where the potorious Boxheimer documents were found. Althcugh they 
have failed to obtain control of the State Government, the Nazs have, 
however, increased their representatio: by five seats. They now hold 
32 seats out of the total of 70. 

At Diisse'dorf *,000 Naz's massed in front of the Government build- 
ings to protest against the prohibition of demonst rations. Subsequently 
there was rioting inthe suburb of Erckrath, Five persons were shot dead 
and about 400 injured. 

The Parliament of Baden has without discussion rejected for the third 
time a motion introduced by the Nazi Party to prohibit Shechita. 3 

The Legal Commiss'on of the Prussian Dict has rejected the motion 
introduced by the Nazi Party to prohibit Shechita in Pruss.a. This was 
the first motion introduced by the Nazi Party immediately after their 
victory in the Prussian elections. All the parties in the House, with the 
exception of the Nazis and the German Nationals who are their close 
allies, voted against the motion. More than thirty resolutions demanding 
the prohibition of Shechita have been introduced into municipalities all 
over Germany by the Hitlerist fractions and are awaiting decision. 

An attempt to throw out Jews from a moving train was made by 
Nazi storm troops at the Kurfiirstendamm Strasse Station, Berlin. In 
Diisseldorf, Nazis fired at the windows of a train passing through the 
city, at which they saw people whom they took to be Jews. 

The police chief of Breslau has appealed to the citizens to avoid 
appearing in the streets, because the police cannot be responsibie for the 
safety of individuals who venture out.

Pandeli Kiriakopoulos, a revenue officer, who two years ago killeda 
Jew by firing at him with his revolver at the entrance Cf his house, 
situated in the courtyard of the Kiana Synagogue, has been sentenced to 
sixteen months’ imprisonment. ‘lhe court found that the murder was an 
ac’ of “ carelessness,” and sentenced Kiriakopoulos to fifteen months on

The situation as regards Jewish ex; ulsions is much easicr. Thanks 
to the energy of the Zionist Federation of Luxemburg, the expulsion 
orders against the alien Jews have been suspended, except in the case of 
forty Polish Jewish families. Several hundred alien Jews whose expul- 
sion was threatened have received permission to remain for a period of 
two years with a promise that if the Government finds their conduct 
during the next two years to be satisfactory they will be allowed to 
remain in the country permanently.

\ The Brongtein Case. 


The Rumanian Government has confirmed the fact that the 
Jew, Samson Bronstein, was tortured by officials in Jedenitz, Bessar- 
abia, in a communication addressed to the Rumanian Legation in 
the United States by the Under-Secretary of State, M. Tilea. The 
Under-Secretary expresses regret in his letter that such brutalities 
should have becn instituted against the Jewish inhabitants of 
Bessarabia, and announces that a vigorous investigation is in, pro- 
gress. The officials in the village of Chotin, who were responsible 
for torturing Bronstein have been punished, the letter declares. 
The captain of gendarmerie, Panisoara, bas been transferred as a 
disciplinary measure, and the chief of the gendarmerie post has 
been suspended, subject to a judicial enquiry, following which hie 
will be put on trial. The Government, it is added, will endeavour 
to prevent any recurrence of these outrages.

Washington Convention’s Approval. 


ORGANISING WORLD JEWRY. 


A cable received from our New York correspondent immediately 
prior to going to press states that the American Jewish Congress 
Convention, in session at Washington has approved the measures 
taken to convene the preliminary World-Jewish Conference at 
Geneva. Thirty-five delegates have been elected, the majority 
from New York City. . 

A resolution was adopted urging all representative bodies 
throughout World Jewry to participate in the Geneva Conference, 
where measures will be discussed for the alleviation of the World 
Jewish situation. | 

Rabbi Dr. Stephen Wise again invited the American Jewish 
Committee to join in the Conference, and a telegram strongly 
supporting the project bas been received from Professor Einstein. 

In reply to the charges made by Dr. Cyrus Adler, the Convention 
accuses him of disrupting world Jewish unity in face of the 
gravest emergency in Jewish history and declares that he 
has been motivated in his opposition by “a new fear 
complex.” Meanwhile, the opponents of the Werld Jewish Con- 
ference project are continuing their vigorous opposition with 
uvabated intensity. During the past few weeks the AMERICAN

The Riots at Aden.

Sir,—In THe JEWISH CHRONICLE of June 8rd it is reported that 
the Secretary of State for India, in reply to a question by Colonel 
4 Wedgwood, described the attack by Moslems on the Jews as “ dis- 
Led turbances between Jews and Arabs.” ‘The right hon. gentleman's 
4 sd statement is very misleading, because as soon as the Moslems on 

Ree Monday evening, the 23rd of May, started to raid, the Jews 
immediately took shelter in their houses and did not venture to go 
out of their quarters until Thursday. All this time the Jews were 
in a state of siege, surrounded by.the raiders from all the four 
corners of the Jewish quarters. 

It appears that the raids are being described as “ communal 
riots” or Arab-Jewish “ disturbances’ with a view to depriving the 
Jews of their claims for the losses and damage they have suffered 
as a result of the looting and plunder, and for other obvious reasons. 

During the Moslem attacks, the police arrested ten Jews in the 
Jewish locality.

and the tenor of it, I venture to say, is at variance with the facts. 
The Government is trying to twist the outbreak into “Communal 
Rioting” in order to evade responsibility of payment for damages toa 
those Jews who sustained loss of property during the riots amount- 
ing to approximately Rs.20,000. Four innocent Jews were wrong: 
fully arrested and are about to be deported in order to make up a 
case. 

It should be mentioned that the outbreak was a premeditated 
attack by a overwhelming majority of Moslems against a minority 
of innocent and helpless Jews. It is believed that there were. 
agitators calling upon the followers of Islam to rise against the Jews 
They were incited by racial hatred and venomous propaganda, while 
the alleged defiling of an Arab Mosque was a mere pretext and 
incidental to their main object of violence and looting. There are 
precedented incidents of Moslem aggression perpetrated against Jews 
on occasions, but of course the recent outrages beat all previous 
records in their ghastly aspects of wanton looting, lawlessness and 
violence. It is said that nine houses and twenty-two shops were 
entered and looted by Moslem hooligans, and about fifty Jews were 
injured, some very seriously. 

The riots were raging for a long time, during which the 
Moslem hooligans stormed the Jewish quarter, attacked men and 
women, looted and carried away everything consisting of money 
and valuable articles. In the height of the riots, the Jews kept 
within their quarters, so that they are absolutely innocent of any 
crime of violence or looting. It was only the Moslems who 
committed these outraces ard hey are solely responsible for the said 
criminal acts. “El Farhi’ Synagogue, which is dedicated to a 
greatly-honoured Tsaddick, was forcibly entered, holy books 
desecrated and the furniture smashed. The shrieks of children 
and women and the whistles calling for help were indeed heart- 
rending. The native police, as well as the armed police, both com- 
posed of Arab units, were inefficient and could not check the riots. 
The acts of violence and looting were committed before them, and 
they simply stood by and watched the outrages. Several cables 
were despatched abroad, some of which were detained by the 
Government. 

The Government was immediately warned of the impending 
danger, but it paid very little attention and delayed taking any 
vigorous action until the last moment, when two armoured cars 
arrived and promenaded the streets until the crowds dispersed. It 
is the general opinion that if early vigorous action had been taken, 
enormous loss of property and acts of violence would have been 
prevented. 

There were repercussions in the surrounding territories, and if 
is said that large numbers of Bedouins wanted to rush into take 
part in the orgy of pillege and ylunder, but they were repulsed on 
the border of Lahej. 

In fact, the small number as well as the composition of the 
Arab police is below the margin of eecurity as they are quite 
inefficient in critical times. Anxiety in case of similar excesses in 
the future still prevails and it has been rightly suggested that the 
aggressors are Moslems and the Police are the same, while the 
victims are the Jews. A large exodus of Jews has begun in con- 
sequence of the horrible and dangerous time through which we 
have passed, and the next boat will convey amass of emigrants to 
Eretz Yisrael. 


A large crowd of infuriated Jewish youths stormed the house of 


the so-called President of the Jewish Community on the l4th and° 


15th of June, and smashed the doors and windows in-order ¢o bring 
pressure on the President to plead on behalf of the Community. 
They were only dispersed by the Police.

The Warren Gallery. 

The exhibition at the Warren Gallery of paintings and drawings by 
Alfréd Thornton, the Secretary of the New English Art Club, reveals 
unusual qualities of mind. Livingin the quiet Cotswolds he takes his 
countryside for his subject-matter and is atiuned to its moods. One 
feels that deep meditation has preceded the first brush-stroke and there 
is a suggestion of that real communion with nature that is present in all 
the works of the greatest landscape painters. His smaller oils in particular, 
such as “July” (No. 26) and “ Watermeadowws” (No. 33), show perfect 
judgment in elimination and co-ordination. It isin his brush drawings, 
however, that Mr. Thornton is most interesting, particularly in such 
superficiaily simple subjects as the study of a tree (No. 5) which has been 
bought. by the British Museum.

Str,—I have closely studied the articles and correspondence 
that appeared recently in the Datty Express about the ban on 
Jews by certain Insurance Companies and Underwriters. With 
over thirty years’ experience behind me and representing as I do the 
leading Offices, I can speak with authority on the subject at issue. 

As regards English-born Jews I am satisfied from my experience that 
the loss ratio is not higher than that of any other section of the Com- 
munity. If, as regards foreign-born Jews the Companies feel that some 
discrimination is desirable, I would venture the suggestion that an Infor- 
mation Bureau be set up undertbe control of an authoritative person (e.g., 
a retired Jewish Minister). By means of same, on payment of a'small 
fee, the fullest particulars could be obtained about the applicant for 
insurance, whereas, under the existing régime, the Companies chiefly 
rely on answers to questions in proposal forms. These questions do not 
go nearly far enough, with the resalt that the Companies are frequently 
landed with bad moral hazards. The only letter from an important 
Insurance Official is that of Mr. Bertram Williams,. who is the Fire 
Manager of the Licenses & General Insurance Co., Ltd., which Company 
transacts a considerable volume of Jewish business. Mr. Williams, whom 
I approached after reading his letter, assured me that the Jewish risk is 
no worse than any other, and he has courage enough to give publicity to 
this fact. 

There is a feeling in certain quarters that the action of some of the 
Insurance Companics and Underwriters is actuated by anti-Semitism, 
but, being in close touch with practically all the Offices, I have no hesita- 
tion in asserting that such is not the case. In support of this fact, I 
would point out that no risk personally recommended by a member of 
my firm—even a furrier or jeweller—has ever been turned down. 

in conclusion, I would add that I should welcome the opportunity of 
assisting in cstablishing au Information Bureau.

From Mr. LOUIS BENNETT. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—May I be permitted the courtesy of your columns to draw 
attention to an objectionable practice which is growing among 
Insurance Companies, and which threaten to be a serious menace 
Jewry. 

I refer to the practice, which has now become common, of 
Insurance Companies refusing to issue Policies {other than Life 
Policies) to Jews. It is quite unnecessary for me to emphasise the 
damaging effect of such a rule to our good name and character, or 
the great commercial inconvenience that it occasions. 

it appears to me that immediate steps should be taken to prevent 
the growth of this practice which may well develop into an engine of 
oppression and anti-Semitism. It seems not unreasonable to suggest, 
that if Jews are too dishonest to be accepted as an insurance risk that, 
a fortiori, they are undesirable as holders of any public office or any 
position of trust. 

Before taking up any attitude of righteous indignation it is proper for 
us to realise that the Insurance Companies are presumably actuated by 
motives of commercial interest and not by av anti-Semitic urge, which I 
suggest they could ili afford te satisfy in times as difficult as these. 
It is argued by the Insurance Companies that Jews have proved them- 
selves to be a bad risk as far as lnsuramce Companies are concerned. It 
is in these circumstances that it behotes us to take the necessary remedial 
steps without delay. I thinkthat the Insurance Companies’ grievance 
against us is not that we are incendiaries, or that we arrange fictitious 
burglaries. The criminal law can be left to deal adequately with persons 
of that type. The argument is, that the Jew Ras proved to.be a bad 
client to the Insurance world because, when he has hefa loss, he has 
been unable to resist the temptation of advancing exaggerated claims. 
It is obviously difficult for Insurance Companies after a fire or a burglary 
to prove the exact amount of the loss Sustained, and admittedly there are 
some Jews who have been disbomest endugh to take advantage of this fact, 
and i have no doubt that Insurance statistics could be produced to 
establish the relatively high demands of Jewish claimanis. , 

My propesal for combating this discrimination against Jews is the 
setting up of a streng representative body of Jews to deal with the 
matter. The objects of this body wonld be to proteci the interests of 
Jewish im'surees, and to form contact with the Insurance Companies. The 
name of any Insurance Company who adopted an unreasonable attitade 
and refused to negotiate with this body would be published in the 
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Jewish Press, and a rigorous boycott of such a Company would be 
advocated. The threat ef a boycotts is not so ineffective as may at 
first sight appear. The boycott would have the effect of taking away 
from such Companies all the Life Insurance work which is especially 
profitable from an Insurance Companies’ point of view, ahd in which it 
is admitted the Jew is as good ariskasanonJew. It would also result 
in Jews who are accepted by the Company in withdrawing their work— 
in Jews who are Insurance agents in diverting non-Jewish work into 
other channels—in Jews who are members of Companies, or firms in 
which there are non-Jews in taking away such work, etc. 

The proposed Association would then offer to place its services at the 
disposal of the Incurance Companies, and would attempt to deal in an 
unofficial manner with Jewish claimants of whom any exaggeration was 
suspected. It would have the duty of educating a certain Jew up toa 
higher standard of commercial integrity. It would be able to exert 
pressure on any person of whom exaggerated claims were suspected, by 
a threat of obtaining a boycott of all his fature insurance by all tho 
important Companies. 

I have no doubt that if a strong enough Association were formed, 
rhany similar and more effective measures could be advanced and carried 
out. I consider that an Association of this nature would have a salutary 
effect upon the more casual claimants of our race and would carn us the 
respect of Insurance Companies, who I am convinced would not prove 
hostile. 

I submit most strongly that the necessity for the formation of such @ 
body is imperative, and I would welcome the views of your readers in 
order that it cam be ascertained whether there is sufficient support forth- 
coming to warrant the taking of preliminary steps to form the Assoc ation,

Srr,—Permit me as a Christian and an Englishman to protest 
most emphatically against the attitude of the Insurance Companies 
in so unjustly discriminating against the Jews. This, Sir, is nothing 
less than ¢ refined form of the continental anti-Semitism so rightly 
detested and abhorred by every true Englishman. Because the 
Jew can beat me as a business man, am | to take an unfair, unmanly 
and a contemptible advantage to stab him in the back? Business is 
not the whole of life, and the Jew who can beat me in this depart- 
ment is beaten by me in another; so we are quits. 

The excuses that have been advancei by the Managers in the Daily 
Press to justify this contemptible practice of theirs, will not hold water. 
True they cannot make the profits out of the Jews that they do out of us 
Christians, but the question is: Are the profits they are making out of 
us just or justifiable? I challenge them, nay I indict them, thus: 

A working man is knocked down by a motor car which mounts the 
pavement, and he is seriousiy Injured. Does any one of the Insurance 
Companies offer him a straight, square, clean deal? They know 
that his income stops immediately he is prevetited from working. De 
they come forward and offer him a weekly amount? Nota bit of it! 
In hundreds, nay thousands of cases they have callously stood by aad 
watched the poor fellow’s wife sacrifice her little home to feed the 
family, and not until they are reduced to the verge of absolute want, 
poverty and starvation, do their officials make any offer ; then, when the 
poor fellow is reduced to these desperate straits, they come and drive a 
hard bargaim with their poor, bruised, broken and battered victim, and in 
more than ninety per cent. of cases they succeed and sneak out of the obli- 
gations they have been sv well paid by the motorist to carry, by the pay- 
ment of a miserable pittance. Thousands of homes to-day are ruined by 
this ernel practice of the Insurance Companies. The Courts are repeatedly 
having cases where the Insurance Companies have offered as total com- 
pevsation not five per cent. of the amount that the juries have awarded. 
But so successful have the Companies been in sneaking out of their obliga- 
tions in this cruel manner, that they have become abnormally greedy and 
avariciously grasping for more. And this is why they are against the 
Jew 


The Companies recoguise what happens when the victim of an 
accident isaJew. His friends rally round him not only to sympathise 
and cheer him, but to offer real practical help and assistance, and if 
necessary the whole of Jewry would be mobilised in his defence rather than 
that he should be “done.” The finest legal assistance is at his command 
and he has no fear that he may not be able to get his case into Court. 
So the Insurance Companies know very well that they have to pay, and 
so they do not make the profits out of the Jews that they do out of us 
Christians. 

Lest it should be said that I am too severe on the Insurance Gom- 
panies; the HosprraLs’ YEAR Book just published, indicts them far more 
severely than I do. They quote figures that not even the most casuistical 
pleader can wriggle out of, to show that these greedy, avaricious Insurance 
Companies are not satisfied with sneaking out of their just obligations to 
their victims, but they have not even paid the Hespitals for attending to 
the cases of accidents that the motorists have 50 well paid them to carry. 
In one year they actually owe the Hospitals no less than about £27,000, 
Could meanness be more pronounced ? 

Surely, Sir, it is time that the law was altered to deal with these 
* beauties.”

Iced Coffee. 
Strong coffee, I pint. Milk, 1 gill. 
Cream, 1 gill. Sugar, 4 ozs. 


Whip the cream sl'ghtly. Mix all ingredients together. Put in a 
jug, surround with crushed ice, and leave for a few hours before using. 


Iced Tea Purch. 


Weak China Nie 1 quart. Juice of a lemon. 
Claret, 4 pint. Sugar to taste. 
A few slices of cucumber. 


PUT all ingredients into a jug and stand on ice till required, 


Rhubarb Drink. 
_ Bix sticks of rhubarb. Sugar, 4 ozs. 
One lemon. Boiling water, 2 quarts. 
CuT the rhubarb into small pieces. Put into a jug with the sugar, 
thinly peeled lemon rind and the lemon juice. Pour the boiling water 
over, and let it stand for twelve hours before using. 


Lemonade Syrup. 

Sugar, 14 Ibs. 

Citric acid, 1 oz. ' 
PEEL the lemons thinly. Put the rind into a si:uc’pan wth the 
juice, sugar and water. Bring to the boil, simmer for five minutes ; then 
cover and leave till cold. Dissolve the citric acid in a little cold water : 
add tothe syrup. Mix well, then strain and bottle. Dilute with water 
or soda water as required.

Water, 1 pint. 


Fresh Fruit Drink. 


Boiling water, 2 quarts. 
Juice of 2 lemons.

Initiation Society. 


INCREASED DEPICIT. 

The Rt. Hon. LorpD SWAYTHLING, the President, who presided 
on Tuesday afternoon at the Annual Meeting of the Initiation 
Society at 114, Old Broad Street, E.C.2, moved the adoption of the 
Report and Balance-sheet.

On the motion of Dr. J. Snowman, seconded by Mr. Oscar Philipp, 
Lord Swaythling was re-elected President and Treasurer, and on the 
proposition of Lord Swaythling the present Committee was re-elected as 
follows, with the addition of Dr. J. Snowman: Dayan Dr. A. Feldman, 
Dr. B. Gotein, Mr. J. C. Gilbert, Mr. M. Goldstein, Mr. 8. Graham, 
Dr. B. Homa, Mr. Henry Jacob, Mr. Oscar Kahn and Mr. Oscar Philipp. 

Dr. L. V. Snowman, the Medical Officer, in the course of his Report, 
appealed to the Jewish public to employ Mohelim who were on their 
register, because only by doing so could they be quite sure that the Milah 
would be carried out according to the Orthodox ritual.

The Jewish Friendly Society Movement. 


CHIEF RABBI'S APPEAL FOR JEWS’ COLLEGE, 
[From our Correspondent.| 
A vigorously worded address on the subject of the plight of our 
religious educational institutions was recently delivered by the Chief 
Rabbi (Dr. J. H. Hertz) to representatives of Lodges and Societies 
who had been summoned for the purpose by the Associgtion of 
Jewish Friendly Societies. With his capacity to get to the heart of 
a problem, the Chief Rabbi reviewed the position of Jews’ College, 


. the Talmud Torahs and the Yeshivahs in language which not merely 


made a direct appeal to a popular audience but threw a searchlight 
on to our several communal responsibilities. Heintends to make a 
froutal assault on the masses in order to secure help for those 
institutions, in the forefront of which he places Jews’ College ; and, 
as he told me afterwards, he will not allow the issue to rest at 
rhetoric but means to see it through. 


The prac‘ical proposal which the Chief Rabbi makes is that the 
Friendly Societies and the Orders should take s eps to qpilect contribu- 
tions from their members on a regular basis, which he suggests shonld be 
one penny a morsth. ihis contribution on a gross membership of the 
60,000 represented by the Association would yield an annual sum of 
£2,500, but even half that sum would provide a handsome subvention in 
aid of our theological institutions. 

Dr. Hertz paid the accustomed tribute to the organised virtues of 
Jewish Friendly S:cieties, but urged that the movement should not stop 
at civic well-being—it should par.icipate directly in Jewish religious 
life by supporting the Institutions which exist to maintain religious 
instruction. Fifty years ag», he said Jewish communities at home and 
abroad were supported by the rich and not by the masses. Times had 
ea ed, for the band of rich men was getting smaller and smaller. Here 

se opportunity of the masses. The democratisation of the ccm- 

munity properly d: manded that the masses should have a vi ice, and the 
time had come when to ma that voice eff: ctive the masses must do 
their duty towards Jews’ CdMege an: the other bodies. In his graphic 
language, “The Talmud Torahs are in danger of being closed, the 
Yeshivahs are bankrupt, and Jews’ College is on the verge of an abyss.” 
Dr. Hertz proceeded to say that he realised there had been criticisms of 
our relig ous institutions. The times, however, were too serious for petty 
criticism. Men of learning must be treated properly and be given a fair 
deal. They hada rightto exist. Every other Church maintained its seats 
of learning, which were the glory of its faith 

In his final exordium the Cnief Rabbi declared that if there 
were opposition or any real lack of conviction he would do every- 
thing humanly possible to break it down and convince the Societ-es of 
the urgency of the need. His aim was to projuce from Jews’ College the 
men whose word would be respec ed, men who wou'd properly interpret 
the higher lessons.

He pledged his word that if improvemests were desirable they would 
have tocome. At the end of the specch some of the delegates put ques- 
tions and made various suggestions to Dr. Hertz on matters of administra- 
tion, to wich he returned apt and good humoured replies. His speech 
has made a most favourable impress on, and I gather that ways and 
means of giving « ffect to his proposals will be considered by the Associa- 
tion to whom he appealed in the first instance.

To the EDITOR oF THE JBWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,--The letter which you published last week above the name of 
Mr. S. H. Dainow struck me as rathcr Gilbertian. Mr. Dainow laments 
Me fact that Press criticism of the Union of Jewish Literary Societies has 
apparently been ignored, and therefore thinks that the entry of himself 
into the ranks of the Press critics will have the desired effect of coercing 
the “useless " Council into action. Having alsolamented the parrot-like 
obedience of the Council to. the faits accomplis of the small cabal (sic) 
n of the Union 
© under the wgis of Miss Hands, although she, according to his remarks, is 
» the arch-conspirator in the methods so deplored by him. 

I can only deduce from this that Mr. Dainow is seeking a tour de force 


for arousing interest in the forthcoming Annual Conference of the Union. 


I would certainly support him on that ground, but publicly to level a 
charge of lethargy and in fliciency against a body of which he himself is 
& member, namely, the Council of the Union, is in my opinion, rather 
unparliamentary in the least, if not wholly devoid of tact and taste. Mr. 
Dainow is a colleague of mine cn the Council, and I am certain that that 
tody or cven the Conference itself, would te a better mcdium for such 
criticism, if indeed such criticism is meant to result in good. 

On the score of !ethargy, may I, Sir, make ore remark. The Union 
of Jewish Literary Societies is, of necessity, a federation depending 
solely on the support of individual Sccieties for the success of its under- 
takings. Attempts have been made to organise a Summer School and a 
Drama Festival, both of which entailed a tremendous amount of work on 
the part of the Secretary, Miss Hands, but both of which came to 
nought through lack of interest of the affiliated Societies. I wou!'d there- 
fore appeal to every Jewish Literary Society and Club throughout the 
country to send its delegates to Woburn House on Sunday, so that the 
Union may embark on its work for the ensuing year in the knowledge that 
itshas behind it the full support and co-operation of the Jewish Literary 
movement in this country.

Homes for Aged and Needy Jews.

The ceremony of laying the foundation-stones of the new 
-extension was held on Sunday. Mrs. A. M. Sternfeld unveiled a 
portrait of her late husband, founder of the Kaddish Tablets. Five 
foundation-stones were laid by Messrs. Henry Cohen, Levy Davis, 
Aaron Finestone, Nathan Marks and M. Feinman to whom Silver 
Trowels were presénted by Messrs. M. Doniger, D.-Flacks, I. Kindler, 
H. Harris and S.Classick. The Rev. A. Elfand recited Psalms 127 and 
125 and Rabbi Dr. H. Freedman delivered a sermon on the duties and 
responsibilities of the Community towards the aged and infirm. The 
Aged and Needy Home, be said, had been a source of pride to the 
whole of the Manchester Community and by extending it the Managers 
would bé able to accomplish more work in the future.

There are thousands of houses in and around the Metropolis, built 
just prior to the War, which, with a little reconstruction, could be 
brought into line with the latest modern residences. Many people prefer 
to live in houses that have been erected for a period of years because 
they contend that the bricks and other materials used in the construction 
of tho.» properties are, to some extent, superior in quality tothe materials 
used by the builder of to-day. But there is no doubt a desire on the part 
of many property owners who at present occupy these pre-War houses 
to have them modernised, more especially if there are basements. In 
& paper read before the Institute of Sanitary Engineers some years 
ago, the lecturer dealt fully with the problem of the old basement 
house. He said: “Public opinion has revolted against the basement 
houre, but the revolt was in many cases not solely on account of 
the existence of the basement. Other factors entered in, among them 


* being steep stairs, old-fashioned heating and sanitary arrangements, 


the fashion for migrating to outer London and the suburbs of the great 
Provincial towns, made possible by improvements in locomotion, ‘the 
building of houses and villas of modern design in semi-country districts, 
and the enterprise of large town stores in serving communities with food, 
etc. There were also the servant and the household labour problems. 
The problems must be considered from the point of view of the house- 
holder, the sanitarian, the property owner, and the legislator. Modern 
sanitary science says that the basement house must be ended 
or mended; the basement as a ‘living’ place abolished or 
remodelled. The remodelling of the basement house is a sanitary 
work worthy of the consideration of the progressive landlord as a strictly 
business and paying proposition, because there are pros and cons in the 
case of the suburban house as a home, just as there are pros and cons to 
be considered in the case of town residences. The basement house may 
once more come to its own, because the modern sanitary engineer can, by 
dispensing with cumbrous solid fuel, by installing lifts and other labour- 
s#ving appliances, very well transform and givé a new lease of life to 
property which might otherwise hopelessly depreciate beyond repair.”

DANCE WITH NO MUSIC (Embassy). 


Mr. Rodney Ackiland’s play, with the study it contains of a not very 
pleasant character singed by the fires of ci:cum-tance, is interesting 
throughout and excellent in parts. The first two acts are writt n w.th 
admirable sincerity and with a mellow sense of humour. The seedsof the 
plot sprout under most entertaining conditions, but the author's diffic:: 
loom heavily as the story proceeds. We quite believe in the shallow, selfish 
aud childishly pe:ulant sue who falls into blind wo ship of her theatrical 
ma’ ager--an egotistical and unscrupulous cad not devoid of some abiiity. 
As the manager, Torin Thatcher attempted to invest the character with 
some of the mysterious aloofness popularly ascribed to the type. This was 
quite appropriate in some measure, as was the underlying sinisterness of 
the man, which Mr. Thatcher likewise suggested. But the author. | felt, 
conceived, very tichtly, a meinness in his character-sketch and Torin 
Thatcher might well have include | this more pronouncedly in his version. 
If the working ont of the story fails to satisfy in the degree that its 
opening docs, the trouble is largely in the theme itself. I had long lost 
sympathy with Sue by the time the testirg fires of fate had driven her to, 
“ discover ” her love for a thoroughly decent if somewhat spineless young 
man, very charmingly played ty Eric Berry. And so to that extent the 
poignancy of the happenings failed to arouse the emotions they were 
intended to. Josephine Middleton's version of Sue's mother was 
admirably conceived and the theatrical types were all very well played. 
The Embassy Company deserve the encouraging support I understand 
they are receiving for their very finished and interesting production.

Rubens is emphatically not a Menuhin of the piano; orce his excep- 
tional technique has been recogn:sed, there is nothing left to say in his 
favour. It is a pity that he should be called upon to play Bach's 
Italian Concerto in public, or even Chopin's “Ring” or the London- 
derry Air. So long as he was performing fcats of leterdemain fn Villa 
Lobos’ “Potichinelle,” Chasins’ “Rush Hour in Hondkeng,” or even 
Chopin's * Valse in D Flat,” it was possible to lis‘en and admire, and to 
speculate on Master Rubens’ future. But in anything calling for more than 
a very good teacher can give, the recital was unhappily unsatisfactory. 
Not that I expecta boy of eleven to have the maturity of an artist of 
thirty. My objection is to his playing works which are obviously beyond 
his reach at present. It is to bo hoped that now he has had a very 
successful first publ‘c recital in London, he can retura to comparative 
obscurity fora few years. Unfor.unately, it is to be feared that this, 
the long-sighted view of the boy's future, may be imp»ssible, for various 
reasons. Yet I think the question whether he will be merely one mcre 
“infant prodigy " to pas3 into complete obscurity depends on it.

NE of the romances of the history of 
() Europe and of Judaism is the adop- 
tion of the Jewish religion by the 
Khazars, a tribe of mixed origin 
which dwelt at the mouth of the Volga on 
the shores of the Caspian Sea. This took 
place, according to tradition, about the year 
740; and the story is a very interesting one. 
BULAN. 

The King of the Khazars, named Bulan, had 
resolved to abandon paganism, but be was 
undecided as to which religion he should 
He accordingly invited 


of Judaism, Christianity and 
Mohammedanism to appear before him and 


expound their respective faiths so that he 
might come to a decision. He heard the argu- 
ments of each but they left him still undecided. 
He then questioned the Christian represent- 
ative and asked him which he thought the 
better, Judaism or Mohammedanism. He was 
told Judaism, since it was the older of the 
two and the foundation of all religions. He 
then asked the Mohammedan delegate which 
he preferred of Judaism and Christianity, and 
received a similar reply. Then Bulan said 
“ If both the Christian and the Mohammedan 
acknowledge the superiority of Judaism to 
the religion of his opponent I, too, prefer to 
adopt the Jewish religion.” He accordingly 
embraced Judaism and was followed by his 
Court. Subsequently many Jewish sages were 
invited to the kingdom of the Khazars, syna- 
gogues were founded and the peop'e were 
taught the tenets of Judaism. 


A Prosperous LAND. 

Although its distance from Western Europe 
rendered it for long a land of mystery, the 
Kingdom of the Khazars, situated as it was 
at the junction’of important trade routes, 
attained considerable economic prosperity, 
and its rulers were able to hold their own 
against hostile Russian tribes by whom they 
were surrounded. It received a considerable 
influx of Jews from the Eastern Communities. 


CHASDAI SHAPRUT. 

Most of our information concerning the 
Khazars is derived from correspondence which 
took place between Chasdai Ibn Shaprut and 
Joseph, King of the Khazars, about the middle 
of the tenth century. Chasdai was the Jewish 
vizier of the Moslem caliph of Cordova in 
Spain, and one of the most famous Jewish 
diplomatists of the Middle Ages. He learned 
of the Jewish kingdom on the shores of the 
Caspian from the Persian and Byzantine 
Ambassadors at his master’s Court. He 
immediately set about getting into communi- 
cation with this Jewish kingdom. His first 
attempts failed, but eventually he got a letter 
through by way of Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Russia. He wrote in Hebrew, and gave an 
account of his own position at the Court of 
Cordova. He told of the information that had 
reached him of the existence of a kingdom 
where Judaism was the religion of the State 
and where the Jews were, not subject and 
subordinate to others. “ If I could be assured 
that this is true,” Chasdai wrote, “I should 
renounce my post of honour, abandon my 
lofty rank, forsake my home and wander over 
mountains and hills, journey by sea and land, 
until I reached the dwelling-place of the lord 
and sovereign of this State, there to behold 
his greatness and glory, the seats of his sub- 


jects, tse position of his servants and the 


tranquillity of the remnant of Israel.” 
THe Kino's 


After a long delay Chasdai recéived the 
king's reply. lt told the story of King Bulan's 
adoption of Judaism, gave a detailed account 
of the extent of his kingdom and his political 
situation, and especially told how he kept the 
Russian tribes in check. The king referred 
to the remoteness of his realm from the main 
stream of Jewish life and to the messianic 
hopes that still animated the whole of Jewry. 

“ May God hasten the redemption of Israe!,”’ 
he wrote, “ gather together the captives and 
dispersed, you and I and all Israel that love 
His name, in the lifetimeof us all.” He con- 
cluded: “ You mention that you desire to see 
my face. LIalso long and desire to see your 
honoured face, to behold your wisdom and 
magnificence. Would that it were according 
to your word, and that it were granted me to 
be united with you, so that you might be my 
father and I your son. All my people would 
pay homage to you; according to your word 
and righteous counsel we should go out and 
come in. Farewell.” 


It was a brave letter, but that the dangers to 
which he referred were very real was proved 
by events which occurred soon after Chasdai 
received King Joseph's communication. The 
Slay tribes invaded the Khazar dominions and 
drove the Khazars out. Three withdrew, a 
scattered remnant, to the shores of the Black 
Sea and the Crimean peninsula, where they 
became merged in the other Jewish Commu- 
nities there. Some of the Khazars, however, 
maintained a separate identity up toas late as 
the twelfth century. There is a theory that 
the fair, and red-headed, Jews often met 
with are descendants of the Khazars. The 
disputation instituted by King Bulan forms 
the theme of a celebrated work by Jehuda 
Halevi, the famous Jewish poet and philo- 
sopher, known as the “Cuzari,” in which 
Halevi puts into the mouth of the Jewish 
representative his views concerning Judaism 
and the foundations of the Jewish Faith.
